Denied 

He said peace efforts should 
have precedence over “the float- 
ing of these divisive issues that 
have no basis.” 

Baghdad has repeatedly den- 
ied the US charges. At a mass 
demonstration yesterday, Iraqis 
condemned US Senate vote to 


impose sanctions on Baghdad. 

Saddam said Israel inspired 
the charges to divert attention 
from the nine-month old Pales- 
tinian uprising in the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza. 

He also said the charges were 
“short-lived lies.” 

Iraq’s official media yesterday 
maintained their barrage of criti- 
cism against the US Senate. 

Demonstration 

But a US diplomat said a 
demonstration attended by 
about 1 50.000 people outside the 
US embassy on Sunday was not 
overly hostile. 

“It was rather a rally than a 
demonstration,” he said. “Peo- 
ple were pice and no one seemed 
nasty... I was pleased it was not so 
unfriendly.

The United States banned 
arms sales to either Iraq or Iran 
during the war, al though admin- 
istration officials violated that 
policy by selling arms to Iran in 
an effort to improve relations 
and free American hostages held 
in Lebanon. ■ 

Doubt 

Hussein said the guns-for- 
tank deal developed when his 
intelligence chief reported that 
the weapons were available on 
the blade market. 

The President said he expres- 
sed doubt that the Americans 
. would let the guns go to Iraq, but 
the intelligence head flew to 
Washington to follow up on the 
offer. 

“After long negotiations, he 
was told tbat if Iraq gives us one 


T-72 tank, you will get the 100 
guns...we refused and he came 
bade to Iraq ” said Hussein. 

TJie President hinted that the 
talks took place in 1982 when his 
country needed arms badly after 
some countries dedded to ban 
the selling of arms and spare- 
parts to Iraq. He did not name 
the intelligence oflidal or his 
negotiating partners. 

But the disclosure appeared to 
be partial retaliation for a US 
congressional vote on Friday to 
impose economic sanctions on 
Iraq because of allegations it 
used chemical weapons against 
the Kurdish rebels. 

“The objective of the cam- 
paign is well known to us: It is 
directed by Zionism to divert the 
attention of international media 
from theintifadab,” or the Pales- 
tinian uprising in Israeli- 
occupied territories, Hussein 
said. 

Iraq has denied using chemical 
weapons against the Kurds, alth- 
ough it earlier admitted' using 
them to drive Iranian invaders 
out of the country during the 
eight-year Gulf war. 

Hussein said leaders of the 
allegations against Iraq “believe 
that this fuss could tame us, but 
we will never surrender.” 


Pakistani F-1 6s 
hit Afghan jets 


ISLAMABAD, Sept 12, 
(Reuter): Pakistan said its F-1 6 
fighters dashed with intruding 
Afghan warplanes today and 
apparently hit two of them with 
air-to-air missiles. ’ 

The official Pakistan Tele- 
vision said a search for the wreck- 
age of the intruders was going on 
to confirm they had been shot 
down. 

Five days ago Pakistan said it 
had shot down an Afghan plane 
on a mission to bomb Pakistani 
territory, but the authorities 
have not announced finding any 
wreckage. . , . . 

The Kabul government denied 
the charge. 


On Aug. 4 F-I6s shot down a 
Soviet SU-25 ground attack 
plane on the Pakistani side of the 
2,250-km (1, 400-mile) long 
mountainous frontier with Afgh- 
anistan. 

Pakistan Television said six 
Afghan planes crossed into 
North-West Frontier Province 
ibis morning on a bombing mis- 
sion. 

They were engaged at high 
altitude by US-built fighters of 
the Pakistani Air Foroe. 

“All the video and electronic 
sensors on board the F-1 6s 
indicate positively that two 
intruders were hit by missiles,” 
state television said. 


UN tries 
to save peace 
talks from 
collapse 

GENEVA, Sept 12, (Reuter): 
The foreign ministers of Iran and 
Iraq agreed today to a further 
face-to-face meeting in the 
stalled Gulf peace talks as UN 
mediators searched for a formula 
to save the negotiations from 
collapse. 

A UN spokeswoman said the 
full delegations led by Iran’s All 
Akbar Velayati and Iraq’s Tareq 
Aziz were due to meet again 
tomorrow at noon (1100 GMT). 

The two foreign ministers last 
met late on Saturday for 3-1/2 
hours of apparently inconclusive 
talks in their third plenary ses- 
sion since negotiations began on 
Aug 25. 

Swedish envoy Jan Eliasson, 
chosen 10 days ago by UN 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar as mediator, has also 
held talks with lower level 
representatives from both sides 
but diplomats said little if any 
progress had been made and the 
two sides were still wide apart on 
both form and substance. 

Iran wants the talks being held 
at the UN’s European headquar- 
ters in Geneva to recess to allow 
the two foreign ministers to 
return home for consultations. 

Under this scenario negotia- 
tions would resume later this 
month in New York when the 
UN General Assembly con- 
venes. 

The Iranians view New York, 
the headquarters of the world 
body, as a more convenient 
venue with the added benefit of 
having Perez de Cuellar on hand, ‘ 
diplomats said. 

But Iraq, whose relations with 
the United States have 
deteriorated recently over US 
charges that Baghdad used 
chemical weapons against Kur- 
dish civilians, are adamant that 
the venue should not be switched 
from neutral Switzerland. 

Diplomat leaves 

LONDON, Sept 12, (AP): A 
Vietnamese diplomat expelled 
for brandishing a gun at demon- 
strators outside his embassy left 
Britain yesterday after being 
“withdrawn”, the Vietnamese 
embassy said today.

Four people hanged 


FOUR people — two men, one 
of them a Kuwaiti and two 
Indian women — were hanged to 
death yesterday, an Interior 
Ministry official said. 

The official, who preferred to 
remain anonymous, said Awad 
Faihan Awad, the Kuwaiti, was 
hanged for the 1984 killing of 
Dawi Saad Marzouk. Awad 
fired his gun four times to kill 
Marzouk. Awad also poured 
petrol on the victim’s car and set 
it on fire. 

Abbas. Aziz Wannan 
Shamkhi. identified only as non- 
Kuwaiti. .was hanged for the 


1985 shooting to death of Abed 
Wannan S hamkhi who was shot 
twice in his bed. 

The official also said that the 
two Indian women, Alice Nor- 
ban Parisi and Farida Taher 
Sheikh, were hanged yesterday 
for killing M um taz Naeem Khan 
last year by forcing his head 
under water. 

The women killed the boy by 
wrapping his head in a towel and 
drowning him in a bathtub. One 
of the two women was the boy’s 
stepmother. 

The four were hanged at the 
Central Prison. 


Parliament building hit by mortar fire 

Lebanon will try again 
to elect a President 


BEIRUT, Sept 12. (Agenries): 
The Parliament building on 
Beirut's dividing Green Line was 
hit by mortar fire today and soon 
after the House was called to 
elfect a new President Sept 22, 
sharpening a political crisis that 
threatens to rekindle Lebanon's 
civil war. 

Police said no casualties were 
reported when three 60mm mor- 
tar rounds exploded around the 
two-storey Villa Mansour 
Parliament headquarters in the 
no-man's land between rival 
Christian and Muslim forces. 

They said one round bit the 
entrance to the Villa Mansour 
and two more exploded near 
Army and police checkpoints 
guarding approaches to the buil- 
ding. 

Shelling 

Police said it was not known 
who fired the mortars and it was 
not dear whether the shelling 
was linked to deadlocked efforts 
to elected a new President. 

Tie right-wing Christians, 
sympathetic to Israel, and 
Muslim and leftist factions 
backed by Syria quickly blamed 
each other. 

Whatever the reason for the 
firing, several hours later House 
Speaker Hussein Husseini called 
legislators to meet on Sept 22 to 
elect a new President. 

A previous election effort on 
Aug 18 foundered because not 
enough legislators turned up to 
form a quorum. 

The Christians opposing the 
only serious candidate, Syrian- 
backed former President 
Suleiman Franjieh, boycotted 
the session. 

Incumbent President Amin 
Gemayel’s six-year term expires 
on Sept 23. Under the constitu- 
tion, he cannot seek a second 
consecutive term. 

Failure to elect a new 
President would leave a political 


vacuum that many fear could re- 
ignite the civil war, which has 
been dormant for the last 18 
months. 

It was unclear whether Hus- 
seini's announcement of a new 
electoral session heralded an 
agreement between Muslims and 
Christians on a consensus can- 
didate that could break the 
political deadlock.. 

Husseini said the new session 
will be held in the old parliament 
building in the battle-scarred 
Place de l’Etoile in the Muslim 
sector. 

Decision 

Legislators have used the Villa 
Mansour for parliamentary ses- 
sions since they were forced out 
of the Place de J'Etoile in 1 976 in 
the early days of the civil war. 

It was not clear whether Hus- 
seini took the decision to shift the 
meeting's venue to West Beirut 
because of today's shelling, the 
first time the Villa Mansour has 
been hit in two years. 

Despite the Aug 18 fiasco, the 
Syrians have continued to sup- 
port Franjieh, a Maronite Chris- 
tian who was President from 
1970 to 1976. 

Raymond Edde, a Maronite 
who has been living in self- 
imposed exile in Paris since 1 976, 
today announced his candidacy 
shortly after Husseini set the date 
for the new session. 

Parliament secretary Ihsan 
Abu Khalil said Edde announ- 
ced his candidacy in a telephone 
call to Husseini from Pans. He 
did not elaborate. 

Edde, 73, fled to France after 
surviving three assassination 
attempts. He has been the front- 
runner among the two dozen 
presidential aspirants, including 
Franjieh, in recent public opin- 
ion polls. 

Pro-Syrian political sources 
said Damascus and Washington

Kuwait won’t cancel 
reflagging policy 


KUWAIT says it will keep 
foreign flags flying over more 
than half its oil export fleet, des- 
pite a ceasefire in the lran-Iraq 
war. 

The head of the state-owned 
Kuwait Oil Tanker Company. 
Abdul Fatah A1 Bader, said in 
remarks published in a local 
daily: “At this stage, the com- 
pany has no intention to cancel 
the reflagging policy of its tank- 
ers whicn hoist the flags of the 
United States, the Soviet Union 
and Britain.” 

Policy 

He said reflagging was an 
economic policy unrelated to the 
war and would be scrapped only 
if it became economically 
unsound. 

“Accordingly, we will not 
abandon this policy, but we will 
expand it whenever it is found to 
be economically feasible,” he 
said. 

Kuwait, under threat from 
Iran for supporting neighbour- 
ing Iraq in the war, last year 
reflagged 1 1 of its 22 tankers in 
the United States, three in Ber- 
muda, and hired three Soviet 
ships. This secured naval escorts 
from American, British and 
Soviet warships in the Gulf. 

Iran and Iraq attacked more 
than 500 ships in theireight years 
of war, killing around 350 mer- 
chant seamen. 

There was speculation the 
escort operations would cease 


once the Llniied Nations-spon- 
sored peace talks in Geneva bet- 
ween Iran and Iraq led to a for- 
mal end of the eieht-vear-old 
war. 

There have been no shippine 
attacks since Aug 20. But 1 ran 
has said it maimains the right to 
intercept ships and search them 
for Iraqi-bound cargo until a 
peace treaty is signed. 

A1 Bader disclosed that 
Kuwaiti tankers had returned to 
their norma! lanes in the Gulf 
following the ceasefire. 

“Tankers are now sailing’ in 
their correct lanes safely but with 
extreme caution pending the out- 
come of the Geneva negotia- 
tions,” he said. 

He added that no Kuwaiti tan- 
ker has been intercepted since the 
ceasefire. But he warned that 
“any interception in future will 
have direct consequences on the 
region and the outcome of the 
peace talks and freedom of 
navigation." 

Insurance 

AJ Bader said that shipping 
insurance premiums have 
declined from 0.7 per cent to 0.25 
per cent and even 0. 1 per cent 
since the truce began. 

-The US frigate Nicholas today 
escorted the 46,723-ton Kuwaiti 
gas carrier Gas Princess up the 
Gulf in the 63rd convoy of the 
year and the 85th since the escort 
operations began in July last 
year. 


Kuwait-lran relations 
will affect US pullout 


MANAMA, Bahrain, Sept 12. 
(AP): The pace of a US force 
reduction in the Gulf may be 
affected not only by the Iraq- 
Iran peace process, but by 
Kuwait's success in getting 
specific promises from Tehran 
not to molest its vessels, shipping 
officials said today. 

Inasmuch as an American 
pullout is one of Iran's lop stated 
priorities, this could turn the US 
Navy’s presence into a bargain- 
ing chip, “whether the United 
States wants it that way or not,” 
said one official. 

The officials, who spoke on 
condition they not be named, are 
familiar with the operations of 
Kuwait's state-owned tanker 


company, which operates the 1 1 
tankers sailing in the Gulf under 
the Stars and Stripes. 

Iran has repeatedly demanded 
withdrawal of all foreign naval 
units in the Gulf, especially the 
US fleet that more than tripled in 
size last year, after President 
Reagan's administration agreed 
to reflag and escort the Kuwaiti 
tankers as protection from Iran- 
ian attacks. 

Pentagon officials have said 
the US naval force will be scaled 
back if the Iraq-Iran ceasefire 
continues to hold, but the 
process would be guided by con- 
tinuous evaluation of the 
“threat” to navigation and US 
interests. 


Abductors to free 
W. German captive 

BEIRUT, Sept 12, (UPI): The 
kidnappers of a West German 
businessman said today they will 
free their captive within 1 2 hours' 
after receiving guarantees that 
the case of a Lebanese hijacker 
on trial in West Germany “will 
be settled.” 

The statement issued by the 
pro-Iranian clandestine Strag- 
glers for Freedom^ the second to 
be released by the group was 
delivered to the independent 
newspaper An Nahar. 

The group kidnapped Rudolf 
Cordes, 53, a business manager 
of the Frankfurt-based chemical 
and pharmaceutical company 
Hoechst, on the Beirut airport 
highway Jan 17, 1987. 

His abduction and that of 
another West German released 
earlier has been tied to the arrest 
in Frankfurt of Mohammad Ali 
Hammadi for his part in the 
hijacking of TWA flight 847 to 
Beirut in June 1 985 and the mur- 
der of a passenger, US Navy 
diver Robert Stethem. 

A brother of Hammadi, 

Abbas Ah' Hammadi. was sen- 
tenced to 13 years in prison in 
April by a West German court 
for arranging the kidnapping of 
Cordes.

‘Bangladesh faces years of floods’ 


Food supplies not reaching everywhere, admits Ershad 


DHAKA, Sept 12. (Agencies): A 
grim-faced President Hussain 
Muhammad Ershad admitted 
today tbat food supplies might 
not be reaching parts of nis 
flood-ravaged nation and 
epidemics could erupt, but 
vowed that “there will be no 
famine in Bangladesh.” 

Ershad ’s comments came as a 
huge American transport plane 
landed with aid for the flood vic- 
tims and a US envoy arrived to 


assess the damage wrought by 
the nation’s worst-ever flooding. 

“While flying into your coun- 
try we could see the land is 
covered from all sides and truly 
the people of Bangladesh are 
courageously faring the situa- 
tion," said special envoy Jay 
Monis on arriving in Dhaka. 
The United States has pledged' 
$150 million in aid. 

The head of the United 
Nations Disaster Relief Office 


(UNDRO), Mohamed Essaafi, 
will leave for Bangladesh today 
to help co-ordinate aid opera- 
rionsin the flood-ravaged state, a 
UNDRO spokesman said. 

Ershad said at a press con- 
ference Bangladeshis will have to 
live with disastrous floods for 
years to come and millions could 
die if foreign aid donors grow 
tired of coming to the rescue 
every time. 

“i do hope there won’t be any 


donor-fatigue because this 
calamity is not of our doing.” 

In an.appeal to donor nations,; 
he said: “We will have to bear the 
brunt of flooding for the next few 
years. So please don't get 
tired...” 

He said Bangladesh still had 
food stocks to last for three mon- 
ths and would not suffer a famine 
ift the wake of floods which have 
killed at least 900 people and 
made 30 million homeless. 


“Our resources are limited ... 
but I can tell you nobody in this 
country will die of hunger and 
there will be no famine,” he said. 

Information Minister Mah- 
bubur Rahman denied starva- 
tion anywhere, despite reports by 
the military in the Gopalganj dis- 
trict, 70 miles (112 km) south of 
Dhaka, that some 82,000 people 
in the town of Hollarhat and

Dukakis 
pledges 
to keep 
NATO 
strong 

BOSTON. Sept 12, (Agencies): 
Democratic presidential can- 
didate Michael Dukakis, vowing 
NATO must be kept strong, said 
he would not tamper with the 
size of US forces committed to 
the alliance. 

Dukakis has been critical of 
President Reagan's defence 
spending priorities, a stance 
some have suggested might 
affect relations with the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation if 
the Democrats win the Nov 8 
election. 

The Massachusetts governor 
plans to discuss defence and 
national security in the coming 
week partly to defuse criticism 
by his Republican rival Vice 
President George Bush who por- 
trays Dukakis as weak on 
military matters. 

Strong 

“My commitment to NATO is 
very strong.” Dukakis told a 
news conference yesterday, foll- 
owing a meeting on national 
security with a group of House 
and Senate Democrats. “You 
will see a very, very sLrong 
alliance,'' he said. 

The governor said he wanted 
“a very strong relationship, par- 
ticularly as we move toward 
what I hope can be the beginning 
of negotiations for reduction of 
conventional forces in Europe 
with deeper cuts on the Soviet 
side.” 

“If we're going to be success- 
ful in those negotiations while 
maintaining our strength and 
maintaining the strength of the 
alliance, then there has to be 
close co-operation and I intend 
to make sure that there is,” he 
said. 

Some members of Congress 
have tried to limi t the amount of 
money the United Slates spends 
to maintain its forces overseas. 
Critics object to the S100 billion 
annual cost of alliance commit- 
ments. 

Dukakis attacked the Reagan 
administration for “wasting 
billions and billions of dollars” 
on defence but excluded NATO 
from that indictment. 

Jim Steinberg, a Dukakis 
campaign foreign policy adviser, 
told Reuters the candidate “is 
opposed -to-unilateral -with- 
drawal of US forces” from 
Europe. 

Reductions 

“If we’re going to negotiate 
with the Soviets to have conven- 
tional force reductions in 
Europe, it is a very important 
lime not only to maintain troop 
levels but also to put a greater 
emphasis on correcting the 
deficiencies in NATO — work- 
ing with NATO, greater 
collaboration on research and 
weapons production,” Steinberg 
said.

Sept 12, (Reuter): The 
pilot of a Trans World Airlines 
(TWA) plane, seized by gunmen 
three years ago, said today that 
confessed hijacker Mohammed 
Ali Hammadi shot dead 
American passenger Robert 
Stethem. 

John Testrake told the court 
trying Hammadi on air piracy 
and murder charges that after 
taking a close look at the defen- 
dant he could identify him as the 
man who had pulled the trigger. 

“This is the man who 1 could 
recall had stood in the forward 
entry way and shot Stethem."

GDANSK. Poland,. Sept 12,

“Trade union pluralism alone 
will not solve the economic and 
political crisis,” said the 
statement, issued after the meet- 
ing in the Baltic port of Gdansk. 
“What is needed is the freedom 
to create self-managing bodies 
and associations of aS types.”

Solidarity sources said Walesa 
would meet Kiszczak on Wed- 
nesday or Thursday to prepare 
talks on Poland's future between 
the government, independent 
figures and the union, which was 
suppressed under martial law in 
late 1981. 

Walesa met Kiszczak for the 
first time in more than six years 
on Aug 31. The minister 
promised to consider restoring 
Solidarity’s legal status, but 
other officials have said the 
union cannot re-emerge as an 
independent mass labour 
movement. 

The authorities resumed con- 
tacts with Walesa after strikes 
last month which developed into 
Poland's worst labour unrest 
since 1981. They have said they

3,400 hurt 
at Michael 
Jackson’s 
concert 

LIVERPOOL, England, Sept 
12, (Agencies): Nearly 3,400 peo- 
ple needed medical treatment 
after a crush at a Michael Jack- 
son concert yesterday when fans 
tried to force their way into the 
open-air arena without tickets. 

Ambulancemen said they 
treated fans for crush injuries, 
fainting attacks and a host of 
minor injuries. Forty people 
required hospital treatment, one 
fora suspected fractured spine. 

About 1,550 spectators in 
from rows at the stadium, where 
1 25,000 fans gathered to hear the 
US singer’s farewell appearance 
at the end of a European tour, 
were crushed against the stage. 

Surprised 

"We are really surprised by the 
number of casualties but out of 
an audience of 1 25,000 1 suppose 
it isn't too bad,” assistant police 
commissioner John Crook said. 

Police said they arrested 22 
people for disorderly conduct 
and other offences. 

Terry Smith, managing direc- 
tor of co-promoters radio city, 
said the casualties seemed exag- 
gerated. 

“I think it has gone very well 
and the local council and the 
police seem perfectly happy with 
it.” he said. 

Problems 

Local councilman Owen 
Brady said: “I think it has gone 
excellently and above our expec- 
tations.” 

“We would expect some 
problems with a 125,000 crowd 
and we are very pleased with how 
it went. We look forward to the 
next concert at Aintree, be it 
Bruce Springsteen, the Rolling 
Stones, or anyone.” Brady said.

Belfast civil service 
chief escapes bombs 


BELFAST, Sept 12, (Renter): 
The Irish Republican Army 
claimed responsibility for two 
bomb blasts which injured the 
head of Northern Ireland’s civil, 
service today and warned other 
top government officials ter 
resign or “face the consequen- 
ces.” 

Sir Kenneth Bloomfield, head 
of Northern Ireland's Civil 
Service, his wife and son narr- 
owly escaped death when the two 
explosions went off in the early 
morning in front of their home 
near Belfast while they were 
asleep. 

They suffered only minor 
injuries and shock and were dis- 
charged from hospital an hour 
after receiving treatment. 

The IRA, fighting to end Brit- 
ish rule in Northern Ireland, later 
issued a statement warning other 
civil servants involved in “for- 
mulating British military 
strategy or advising Lhe adminis- 
tration in this field to resign then- 
posts or face the consequences.” 
Damaged 

The bombs, each containing 
20 lb (eight kg) of semtex 
explosive wrapped in live 
ammunition, severely damaged 
Bloomfield's home, wrecked a 
car parked outside and smashed 
windows of nearby houses. 

Police later found a third 
bomb at the scene and defused it. 
A spokesman said a fourth failed 1 
to explode and a search was con- 


Bomb blast on Delhi 
bus kHlsl, hurts 19 


NEW DELHI. Sept 1 2. (Reuter): 
A bomb planted in a public bus 
exploded in the Indian capital 
today killing one man and injur- 
ing 19 people, hospital sources 
said. 

A senior police officer blamed 
Sikh militants for the bomb 
which detonated beneath the 
driver’s seat, sending glass and 
metal ripping through the bus 
crowded with rush hour com- 
muters. 

The Press Trust of India news 
agency said a second bomb was 
discovered nearby and defused at 
die bus depot in the Shahdara 
industrial and residential area 
across the Yamuna River from 
the main part of Delhi . 

“No one has claimed respon- 
sibility but it is more than likely 
to be the work of Sikh separat- 
ists," said the policeman. “We 


are certainly not looking for any 
other group." 

He would not be drawn on 
whether he believed the 
explosion marked a fresh offen- 
sive in the capital by Sikh 
guerrillas fighting for a separate 
homeland in northern Punjab 
state. 

The blast followed two attem- 
pted bombings in Delhi yester- 
day, including one where the 
device was also concealed ben- 
eath a bus driver’s seat. 

It was discovered and defused 
by police late yesterday evening 
as was another identical device 
planted at a major south Delhi 
road junction. 

Both bombs were made with 
homemade explosives and ball- 
bearings packed into two kg (five 
pound) oil tins. 


1 2 killed in Pune wall collapse 


NEW DELHI, Sept 12. (AP): A 
wall collapsed in a multi-storey 
apartment block in Pune late yes- 
terday, killing 12 people in a 
cluster of huts below, according 
to a news report. 

Police blamed heavy rains that 
have lashed the city in the wes- 
tern Indian state of Maharash- 
tra.

Demand for interim government grows 


Burmese opposition rejects polls offer 


RANGOON, Sept 12. (Agen- 
cies): Opposition leaders today 
rejected the government's plan to * 
organise general elections and 
demanded the immediate forma- 
tion of an interim government to 
oversee a transition to 
democracy. 

Opposition leaders Aung Gyi, 
former Defence Minister Gen- 
eral Tin Oo and Aung San Suu 
Kyi issued the demand in a letter 
- to President Maung Mating. 

Mating Maung, bowing to the 
nationwide protests, announced 
Saturday (hat the Burma Social- 
ist Programme Party (BSPP) 
would relinquish its 26-year 
monopoly on power and bold 
multi-party general elections. 
The Parliament yesterday auth- 
orised the government to hold 
the elections in as soon as six 
weeks. 

The letter from the opposition 
leaders said: “Since the govern- 
ment has lost the confidence of 


the nation, people will have no 
confidence in the general elec- 
tions to be held by the govern- 
ment-appointed election super- 
vision commission. ” 

It said ihai because of 
“deteriorating economic, social, 
political and security conditions 
in the country, there is no other 
way but to form an interim 
government to save the country 
from further hardships." 

It said striking workers would 
return to work and normal eco- 
nomic activity would would 
resume when the interim govern- 
ment is formed, it said. 

Parliament set a target date of 
three months for the holding of 
the elections, but empowered the 
go vernme nt to make them earlier 
or later if necessary. It also em- 
powered the government to 
change the constitution to permit 
a multi-party system. 

Demonstrators took to the 
streets of Rangoon -today and 


some warned that the protests 
would become violent 
tomorrow. 

Students passed out leaflets in 
the name of the All-Burma 
Students Union calling on peo- 
ple to make today the last day of 
peaceful protests. 

"Beginning tomorrow we will 
fight for democracy," one of the 
students said. 

The crowd shouted: “We want 
an interim government” and 
"Give us what we want or we will 
fight." 

Troop convoys were seen on 
the outskirts of the city. 

Maung Maung said yesterday 
he had ordered soldiers to help 
civil administrators restore 
order. 

"The time has now arrived to 
restore law and order all over the 
country," he said. 

The people marched in 
military-like columns and a car- 


nival atmosphere that prevailed 
at protests last week was absent, 
eyewitnesses said. 

“They look frustrated and 
militant,” a Western diplomat 
said. 

Peasants from outlying dis- 
tricts were in the line of march for 
the first time in months of 
protests, eyewitnesses said. 

A thousand students and 
monks, at the centre of the mass 
revolt against the BSPP fasted 
for democracy at the Rangoon 
General Hospital. 

Doctors, nurses and patients 
were shot there last month dur- 
ing an attempt to suppress the 
revolt through force of arms. 

Diplomats in contact with 
Mandalay said students there 
began a hunger strike over (he 
' weekend. 

The fast in Rangoon was tak-

Bazaar bomb 
injures six 
in Peshawar 

ISLAMABAD, Sept 12, (Agen- 
cies): A bomb exploded in a Pak- 
istani border city yesterday, 
injuring six people, police repor- 
ted. 

The bomb went off in Pesh- 
awar’s crowded Qissa Khawani 
Bazaar, said a police officer, who 
cannot be named under govern- 
ment rules. The area is 160 
kilometres (100 miles) northwest 
of Islamabad. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the blast, but 
Pakistan blames such activities 
on fQiad. the Soviet-trained 
Afghan secret service. 

Islamabad and Kabul have 
had strained relations since 1 979 
when 115,000 Soyiet troops 
intervened in Af ghanistan . Anti- 
communist guerrillas have been 
fighting the Soviet troops and the 
Afghan Army. Kabul and Mos- 
cow accuse Pakistan, the United 
States and China of aiding the 
guerrillas. 

In Kabul, municipal workers 
today cleared debris and washed 
away the blood left by a car bomb 
that exploded in a bustling cen- 
tral Kabul market, killing 17 
people’and wounding 43. 



Junejo launches 
election campaign

ISLAMABAD. Sept 12. (A P): 
Former Prime Minister Moham- 
mad Khan Junejo kicked off his 
election campaign yesterday at a 
rally that drew thousands of 
cheering supporters at a site near 
Islamabad. 

Chants of “Here comes Jun- 
ejo'' and "We will win" filled the 
air. 

President Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq, who was killed in an unex- 
plained air crash on Aug 17, dis- 
missed Junejo, his 33-man 
cabinet and 237-member 
National Assembly last May 29. 
Zia accused them of incom- 
petence, corruption, failure to 
prevent breakdown of law and 
order and sluggishness in 
introducing Islam. 

“Zia had no authority to dis- 
miss the government, except 
when administration has broken 
down,” Junejo told his suppor- 
ters at a rally in Rawalpindi, 
eight miles ( 1 3 kilometres) south- 
east of Islamabad. 

The rally marked the start of 
the election campaign for Jun- 
ejo's Pakistan Muslim League 
party. 

Junejo’s key rival in the 
parliamentary erections set for 


Nov 16 are the Movement for 
Restoration of Democracy 
(MRD). a nine party anti-Zia 
alliance that includes the influen- 
tial Pakistan Peoples Party led by 
Benazir Bhutto. 

Another rival is the Muslim 
League faction led by four chief 
ministers currently in power in 
four Pakistani provinces of Pun- 
jab, Sind, Baluchistan and the 
Northwest Frontier. The four 
claim to inherit Zia's mantle. 

Junejo claims to lead the party 
that Mohammed Ali Jinnah. 
father of the nation founded dur- 
ing British rule in undivided 
India. Britain freed Pakistan and 
India in 1947. The rally was 
timed with the observation yes- 
terday of the 40th anniversary of 
Jinnah’s death. 

Junejo asked the rally's atten- 
dants to "votejudidously” in the 
upcoming elections. 

“I wish to complete the unfini- 
shed agenda of welfare of the 
people, if you bring me back into 
government," Junejo said. 

A retired high court judge 
today look over as the new 
governor of Sind. He replaced 
retired Army General Rahimud- 
din Khan.

Israeli envoy 
criticises 
Arafat’s 
visit to EEC 
Parliament 

PARIS. Sept 12. (UPIl: The 
Israeli ambassador to France has 
criticised die impending visit by 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat 
to the European Parliament in 
Strasbourg and said the French 
government should not make 
"any gesture" towards the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
chairman. 

Ambassador Ovadia Soffer 
said Arafat's scheduled visit 
tomorrow and Wednesday to the 
Strasbourg assembly "at the 
invitation of its socialist mem- 
bers was a "regret Lable error in a 
democratic parliament.” 

Conservative politician Fran- 
cois Leotard also said it was "an 
error for Arafat to have been 
invited "so long as the destruc- 
tion of Israel is still in the PLO 
charter." He said his arrival 
would be a shock to the Jewish 
community. 

Encouraging 

Alluding to the possibility 
government officials may meet 
with Arafat while he is in Stras- 
bourg, Soffer said the PLO chair- 
man “has done nothing positive 
to justify" sub implicit recogni- 
tion. He contended the visit 
would encourage “militant 
extremism" in the Middle East. 

There has been widespread 
speculation that Foreign Mini- 
ster Roland Dumas might meet 
with Arafat. 

The representative council of 
Jewish instiiutionsin Francealso 
has protested the possibility of 
such an encounter. A number of 
organisations have pledged to 
stage protests in Strasbourg dur- 
ing the two-day visit. 

Solidarity 

Palestinian sources said Sun- 
day the PLO is moving towards 
declaring an independent Pales- 
tinian state in the Israeli- 
occupied territories and only 
implicitly recognising Israel. It 
remained uncertain whether 
Arafat would specifically 
address this issue while at the 
European Parliament. 

About 30 French artists, 
writers and left-wing political 
figures yesterday issued a 
statement expressing their 
"solidarity with the Palestinian 
people” on the occasion of 
Arafat's visit, his first to France 
in an official capacity.

Botha in Mozambique 


MAPUTO, Sept 12, (Reuter): 
South African President P.W. 
Botha, making an unpreceden- 
ted visit to a black-ruled frontline 
state, met President Joaquhn 
Chissano today in a remote area 
of northwestern Mozambique. 

South Africa has been accused 
for years of backing the right- 
wing guerrillas whose attacks 
have devastated Mozambique's 
economy. 

But the economies of white- 
ruled South Africa and its 
poorer, .black-ruled neighbour 
are closely linked and the two 
Presidents were due to hold talks 
on fresh proposals for peaceful 


co-existence and economic co- 
operation. 

The official Mozambican 
news agency AIM said that Chis- 
sano was at the airport to meet 
Botha when the South African 
leader flew in to Songo, in north- 
west Tete province. They then 
visited the Cahora Bassa dam on 
the nearby Zambezi River. 

* Cahora Bassa is Africa's big- 
gest development project, bigger 
than Egypt’s Aswan Dam. It was 
built while Mozambique was still 
a Portuguese colony to provide 
cheap electricity for South Africa 
. but has been turned into a while 
elephant by guerrilla sabotage of 
its power lines. 


China holds first multi-candidate elections 


BEUING, Sept 12, (AP): China 
has completed its first multi-can- 
didate elections of provincial 
leaders, the weekly Beijing 
Review said today. 

The elections, which wound 
up in August, “marked a new 
step forward for democracy” in 
China, where formerly the Com- 
munist Party chose the single 
candidate running for each seat, 

the authoritative weekly said. 

Of China’s 29 prbvihces and 
autonomous regions, the gover- 
nors of eight and the chairmen of 
1 1 provincial People’s Congres- 
ses were chosen in multi-can- 
didate votes, it said. 

Deputy governors and vice- 
chairmen in 28 regions faced 


competition, it said. 

Under a law passed by the 
National People’s Congress in 
1986, there should be more than 
one candidate for provincial- 
level offices and each candidate 
. must be nominated by at least 10 
deputies to the provincial con- 
gress, or legislature. 

Final voting is done by the 
deputies. Ordinary, citizens can 
vote directly only for officials gt 
the township and county level. 

The weekly said the number of 
candidates nominated to the 
provincial posts was 24 per cent 
greater than the vacant posi- 
tions. 

“With the break from the out- ' 


moded convention that a can- 
didate, once nominated, would 
definitely be elected, the notion 
that officials can only get promo- 
tions but never demotions was 
pushed aside." it said. 

The report also said the elec- 
tions, held every five years.

Sri Lankans strike to 
mourn lawyer’s death 


COLOMBO. Sept 12, (AP): 
Businesses, schools and private 
transport shut down today in a 
nationwide general strike called 
by anti -government militants to 
mourn the death of a lawyer in 
police custody, police and wit- 
ness said. 

The Sinhalese Janaiha- 
Vimukti Peramuna (People’s 
liberation Front) called the 
strike to protest the death' of 
lawyer Wijedasa Liyanarachchi 
and the alleged disappearance of 
suspects detained by security for- 
ces. 

Liyanarachchi, 35, died on 
Sqpt 3, nine days after he was 
arrested in southern Sri L ank a 
for his ties to the opposition 
front. An autopsy showed he 
died of more than 100 internal 
juries caused by a blunt 
weapon. 

Police claim the lawyer, a 
member of the front, admitted 
involvement in several assassina- 
tions. 

The government has ordered 
an inquiry into the death. 

The People’s Liberation Front 
put up posters around the coun- 
try yesterday calling the strike. 

Private businesses in Colom- 
bo’s busy commercial centres 
closed and private buses stayed 
off the streets in response to the 
call, police and witnesses said. 


Only a few state-run buses were 
operating, they said. 

Police and soldiers were 
deployed throughout the capital. 
One bus driver was stabbed and a 
state-owned bus set on fire, 
police said. 

Several bombs also exploded 
in the Colombo suburbs and in 
the central town of Kandy. 
Seventeen people were injured 
when a bomb was thrown at a bus 
in Colombo. 

Senior police officers in 
Colombo said most businesses 
and schools closed because of 
threats by the front. 

A jew shops and banks opened 
in the morning but were dosed by' 
noon, fearing attacks by the 
front, the officers said.

Teaching 
computer 
in schools 
planned 


THE Ministry of Education is 
planning to teach computer 
programming in the first and 
second secondary grades in 40 
public schools. Education 
Minister Anwar Abdullah Al 
Nouri said yesterday. 

Addressing a press conference 
at the start of the new academic 
year, Al Nouri said the ministry 
conducted an experiment last 
year on the teaching of computer 
science in the same 40 secondary 
schools at the first leveL 

The experiment will be applied 
to the second secondary level. 
The subject may become a com- 
pulsory area of study at public 
secondary schools, according to 
the minister. 

In the meantime, Al Nouri 
said there are now 28,220 tea- 
chers in the schools. Among 
them, 2142 are newly hired 
educators. 

The increased number of tea- 
chers were hired to cope with the 
ever increasing number of 
students in various levels of 
education, the minister said, 
adding that 383,369 students are 
now being taught in public 
schools. 

Discussing private schools 
licensed by the ministry, Al 
Nouri said there are 80 private 
schools with some 81,000 
students, an increase of 15,800 
students compared to last year.

Farwaniya hospital admits 
first delivery pregnancy cases

THE Farwaniya Hospital 
admits first delivery and high- 
risk pregnancy cases, according' 
to its director Dr Sa'ad ZaglooL 
The official denied allegations 
that women in labour are refused 
admission due to shortage of 
beds. 


Last week, a lady complained 
that she was not admitted at the 


Farwaniya hospital, but was 
transferred to the Farwaniya 
polyclinic. 

Zaglool responded by saying: 
“Pregnant women having then- 
second or third child are not 
admitted at the hospital, but sent 
to the polyclinic to lessen pres- 
sure on the hospitals” 


Another patient who was at 
first refused admission, bat later 
admitted after her husband 
vehemently objected said: “I saw 
empty beds at the maternity ward 
where I was taken.” She added 
that the mention of a shortage of 
beds by the hospital staff is just a 
pretext and not a fact 
The woman was in snch an 
advanced stage oflabour that she 


gave birth within minutes of 
being placed on a stretcher — 
without even bemg placed on a. 

■bed. • . . 

The director of the hospital 
said that some pregnant women 
come to the hospital if they feel 
labour pain even though they 
were transferred to the clinic. 
They then deliberately wail out- 
side the hospital in their cars until 
the last minute to forte the hosp- 
ital to admit them. 

Zaglool urged patients to leave 
hospital beds for high-risk 
patients who need hospitalisa- 
tion. 

Prefer 

Commenting on the situation, 
the doctor said that most preg- 
nant women prefer delivery at 
the hospital to the clinic due to 
belief that care is better at hosp- 
itals than at dimes. They think 
clinics are only for the lower clas- 
ses. 

The expertise of highly 
qualified doctors are available at 
maternity clinics alongwith nur- 
ses, modern equipment and 


adequate beds, he said. 

The Farwaniya hospital has. 
the capacity to receive 220.000 


patients every year, but now’ 
receives as many as 450*000 
yearly. The casually ward 
receives 1,000 cases daDy; most 
of which do not require, urgent 
treatment.

Higher Islamic Studies 
Institute to open in US 


THE Higher Islamic Studies Ins- 
titute in the US trains graduates 
in research, teaching and spread- 
ing correct Islamic beliefs among 
Muslims in the West, a member 
of that institute’s Board of Trus- 
tees said yesterday. 

Dr Khaled Al Mathkur, who is 
also a professor at Kuwait 
University’s Islamic Sharia (law) 
College, told KUNA that establ- 
ishment of the institute last July 
was meant to elevate the scien- 
tific level of Muslim lawyers and 
scholars. The institute was also 
formed to strengthen their role in 
shielding the Islamic Nation 
against dangerous ideas that 
threaten its safety and social 
entity. 

Islamic and Arab studies cen- 
tres in the US yearly grant 
Muslim students higher cer- 
tificates in Islamic Sciences, but 
he said that orientals, who lack 
accurate understanding of 
Islamic beliefs, run the centres. 

The situation prompted the 
higher Islamic Council in Los 


Angeles, California, USA to 
establish the institute to prepare 
Muslim students for obtaining 
higher certificates in Islamic 
Sciences, Mathkur said. 

Thousands of Muslim 
students enrol in about 1,000 
universities and institutes in the 
states. The high enrolement 
highlights the important* of 
catering to the cultural needs of 
those students, he said. 


The institute’s educational 
programmes are conducted in 
Arabic and English. The. institute 
awards three scientific degrees, a 
one-year higher diploma, a Mas- 
ter of Arts following another 
year and finally a three-year doc- 
torate, Dr Mathkur said.

Saudi Arabia’s green revolution in the red 


BAHRAIN, Sept 12. (Reuter): 
Seen from high above Saudi 
Arabia, the fertile wheat circles 
stretching to the desert horizon 
are giant green polka dots on a 
sheet of brown velvet. 

The wheat fields are land- 
marks in a land where, for 
thousands of years bedouin 
nomads scoured the burning 
du nes in search of food for then- 
animals and where the threat of 
starvation came with every scor- 
ching sunrise. 

In one decade the fields of 
wheat, swept by giant circular 
irrigation, have turned huge 
areas of Saudi Arabia’s parched 
heartland into verdant farms. 

The desert kingdom, not long 
ago a net importer of wheat, now 
counts Norway, China, Colom- 
bia and Kenya as customers for 
its grain.

“What it boils down to is that 
Saudis are exporting their money 
and exporting their water,” said 
one Western economist.

Methods 

.Previously, bedouins 
preserved their work by storing 
the, objects in earthern pots 
known as “aduls”and preven- 
ted moth attacks by inserting a 
fabric pouch filled with red 
peppers. Every summer, the 
carpets and rents were aired 
and washed. Bedouin textiles 
had a relatively short life as 
nomads, could not store their 
tent furnishings and preferred 
to replace them. 

Present methods of preserva- 
tion differ tremendously. After 
a carpet is vacuum-cleaned it is 
wasnedoutdoors, preferably in 


estoring bedouin rugs and textiles

an open ■ courtyard and 
sponged-dried with towels. To 
remove colour stains that could 
run into- white areas, undiluted 
household bleach is used. A 
small amount of bleach is gen- 
tly brushed on the stuns until 
they disappear. The carpet is 
then straightened and left to 
dry in the sun. Damaged car- 
pets are restored by carefully 
re-inforcing the fringes of the 
rug by blanket stitches. 


Such restoration methods, 
says Sheikha Altaf, would ena- 
ble them to preserve some of the 
best pieces in the collection. 

' Training 

The Sadu House was formed 
in 1979 by a group of Kuwaitis 
to protect bedouin culture and 
revive their handicrafts, which 
were being neglected. Efforts 
have been fairly successful due 
to emphasis on training a new 
generation of weavers and 
protecting the old. Bedouin 
weavers are encouraged 
through such incentives as a 
ready market for their products 
and facilities at the Sadu. So 
far, 250 bedouin weavers, mos- 
tly women, supply their work to 
the Sadu House on a regular 
basis. Rugs, textiles, carpets 
and other objects are exhibited 
at Sadu House. 

A1 Sadu is also training a new 
generation of weavers by hold-

mg regular weaving classes for 

young Kuwaitis and teachers at 
the public schools. Their aim is 
to reach those people who can 
pass on the art to the younger 
generation. Their next session 
is due to start in October. 

Recently, the government 
announced its decision to 
present only sadu pieces to dig- 
nitaries visiting Kuwait. 

Sheikha Altaf said the decision 
would “raise demand" for Al 
Sadu works and further sup- 
port their efforts to preserve the 
art form.

TURKEY is aspiring to play a 
greater political role in the Mid- 
dle East, an ambition made 
easier by Ankara's pursuance of 
a determinedly independent 
foreign policy. 

The Mediterranean country, a 
NATO member and a contender 
for the EEC membership, has 
quietly and steadily been replac- 
ing its pro-Western stance with 
an independent foreign policy 
which on many issues is broadly 
in line with the views held by the 
Non-Aligned Movement. 

The latest example of the 
Turkish neutral stance came last 
Wednesday when a foreign min- 
istry spokesman called for the 
withdrawal of foreign fleets from 
the Gulf. 

The Turkish government, he 
said, welcomed the French and 
US derisions to begin the with- 
drawal of its war ships from the 
Gulf. 

The statement stressed that 
problems in the area should be 
solved through a dialogue 
among the parties concerned and 
without foreign intervention. 

Turkey has maintained that 
the presence of foreign fleets in 
the Gulf added to the tension in 


the region. 

Said one a Turkish diplomat: 
“On some issues we are more 
non-aligned than the non-alig- 
ned themselves." 

But he stressed that Turkey's 
links with the West are strong, 
enabling it to be "a bridge bet- 
ween the Western and Islamic 
worlds, not only geographically, 
but in a commercial and political 
sense too.” 

Links 

Turkey, which joined NATO 
in I95Z first began rethinking its 
pro-Western policy in the early 
1960s. Since then the shift 
towards a neutral stance on inter- 
national issues, usually 
promoted . through the United 
Nations has become more 
evident. 

“We realised that we had 
neglected the Middle East and 
the non-aligned countries and we 
sought to introduce a more 
balanced foreign policy," said a 
Turkish diplomaL 

This policy received fresh 
impetus when Turgut Ozal, the 
leader of Turkey’s Motherland 
Party, assumed the premiership 
in 1983. 

India, a founder member of 
the Non-Aligned Movement, 
was among the first countries 


Ozal visited as a premier. 

This demonstrated Turkey’s 
independent foreign policy and 
the convergence of Ankara's 
views with the Non-Aligned 
Movement, according to an 
Aidan diplomaL 

Ankara claims to have 
sound bilateral relations with 
non-aligned countries. 

T urkey strongly supported the 
UN resolution on Namibia and 
was in fact a cornerstone of the 
Namibia council which also 
included three representatives of 
non-aligned countries. 

Turkish officials point to the 
humanitarian motives behind 
some of their foreign policy 
moves. 

Help 

When the Africa Fund was set 
up at the non-aligned summit in 
Harare, Zimbabwe, to help the 
blacks in South Africa, Turkey 
voluntarily contributed 
$500,000. •

Brazil’s future

RIO DE JAN El RO. Brazil ( AP): 
Regina Rocha has a picture- 
postcard view every day. From 
her home she can look out at 
famed Sugar Loaf Mountain at 
the entrance to Rio de Janeiro’s 
Guanabara Bay, the lowering 
Christ of Corcovado with out- 
stretched arms overlooking the 
city and the luxury apartments 
far below on the Atlantic Ocean. 

But Regina Rocha is poor and 
her home is sour-smelling, one- 
room wooden shack beside a 
sewage ditch. She lives in one of 
the hundreds of slums known as 
Favelas on the hillsides and out- 
skirts of the city. 

Rocha, 38, and her four chil- 
dren are typical of millions of 
Brazilians in the slums, trapped 
between the poverty and despair 
of Brazil’s underdevelopment 
and the prosperity of a small 
influential elite. 

Unrest is growing in the 
Favelas like hers, and authorities 
and academics say it poses a 
threat to Brazil's 3-year-old 
civilian governmenL 

Crime and violence, often 
drag-related, are on the rise, and 
some officials say a type of “civil 
war" already exists beween Lhe 
traditionally complacent slum 
dwellers and the shrinking mid- 
dle and upper classes. 

Battle 

In Rio, protesting residents of 
the huge Roci nha h illside Fa vela, 
population 250,000. twice this 
year blocked the main road con- 
necting downtown to wealthy 
residential beach districts and 
battled police. 

"This is the beginning of infor- 
mal civil war between slum 
dwellers and Brazil's elite,” 
mayor Roberto Satumio Braga 
of Rio de Janeiro said in an 
interview. “Poverty and social 
Lnjusu'ce are at the root of the new 
violence.” 

Sen. Afonso Arinos de Melo 
Franco, a former cabinet mini- 
ster and widely respected as 
BrazU’selder statesman, recently 
told the congress in Brasilia, “we 
are seeing a new and special type 
of urban warfare. It is based on 
neither ideology nor religion, but 
on empty violence." 

On paper, Brazil has the Wes- 


tern world’s righth-largest econ- 
omy. behind Italy and above 
Spain. But according to the 
World Bank, income distribu- 
tion is the most unequal any- 
where. The 1 per cent richest 
Brazilians own as much as the 
poorest 50 per cent together, 
while 65 per cent of the 144 
million population lives in misery 
on the equivalent of less than $90 
monthly, according to govern- 
ment figures. 

The roots of inequality in 
Brazil go back 400 years, when 
the Portuguese crown handed 
out huge tracts of land to trusted 
officers and created an elite class 
of landowners. 


But the split deepened during 
the “economic miracle” of rapid 
growth in the late 1 960s and early 
1970s. The military government 
then in power decided the best 
way to encourage development 
was to “concentrate the wealth” 
in the hands of the upper classes, 
and the gap between rich and 
poor widened. 

The gap is perhaps most 
evident in Rio, Brazil's second- 
largest city with 10 million peo- 
p!e. 

Over the past 30 years, Rio bas 
lost the federal capital to Brasilia 
and banks and industry to Sao 
Paulo, the nation's largest city. 
Rio today can’t generate enough 
jobs or revenues to attend its 
population, and slums have 
nearly tripled in size since I960. 

Slums 

Today, an estimated 2 million 
people live in 450 illegal shanty- 
towns built on the slopes of steep 
hills that jut up through the city. 
About 4 million more live in 
slums on the city's outskirts, 
most of them unemployed 
migrants from the drought- 
prone northeast. 

The picture is similar in other 
Brazilian cities. In Sao Paulo. 
Brazil's economic and industrial 
centre, at least 7.5 million of the 
13 million inhabitants live in 
precarious conditions. Nation- 
wide, 71 per cent of Brazilians 
have no running water, while 85 
per cent are not hooked up to 
sewage lines, according to 
government figures.

J ust over a year ago, Libya we.: 


reeling from defeats in a war with 
its southern neighbourChaiLcut 
ofT from its Arab neighbours to 
the east and west and stung by 
Western sanctions and a 1 986 US 
air raid. Castigated by much of 
the West for its alleged support 
for terrorism, it seemed very 
much alone. 

Shops were shuttered. Discon- 
tent simmered over the 
unpopular war in Chad, shor- 
tages of consumer goods and 
abuses of power by Revolution- 
ary Committees, zealous guar- 
dians of the revolution. 

Khaddafi has changed much 
of that in a dramatic series of 
policy turnabouts. He has made 
peace with Chad, blown up the 
border posts with Tunisia and 
unilaterally pulled back troops 
from the Egyptian frontier. 

He has freed political prison- 
ers, condemned killings by the 
Revolutionary Committees and 
given merchants and farmers 
new licence to buy and sell, 
breaking the monopoly of sLaie 
marketing firms.

war footing. On Aug 31 Khad- 
dafi, a 46-year-old colonel, 
announced plans to replace the 
traditional Army and police with 
a “Jamahiriyya Guard” and cut 
mil it ary service from two years to 
one. 

Destroyed 

The central military barracks 
at Bab Al-Aziziya, where Khad- 
dafi's home was destroyed by US 
planes, has been whitewashed 
and planted and looks almost 
pretty. 

For the first time in several 
years, there was no military 
parade this year to mark Sept 1, 
anniveraary of Khaddafi’s 1969 
revolution that o\erthrew a pro- 
Western monarch. 

”Be rich,” he urged the crowd 
in a Revolutionary Day speech 
tbat focused on economic 
reforms. “Everyone is invited to 
become bourgeois on condition 
that he does not do so by stealing, 
Lhe effort of another or plunder." 

At a meeting last week of 
writers and artists, long subject 
to strict censorship, Khaddafi 
told them to create freely. “Meet 
and decide anything you want ... 
you are free.” 

Western and Arab diplomats 
say Khaddafi faces no organised 
internal opposition. Political and 
economic liberalisation has for 
the moment checked dissent 
among ihe middle classes, while 
the Army, discredited by its per- 
formance in Chad, appears to 
pose little threat, they said. 

By criticising excesses of his 
Revolutionary Guards, and sug- 
gesting state trading agencies 
were guilty of inefficiency and 
corruption, Khaddafi has deflec- 
ted blame from himself and thr- 
own the ball into the people's 
cojirt, the diplomats said. 

“The problem with the masses 
is they criticise the government 
but then don't take its place,” 
Khaddafi said last week, 
expounding on his theory of 
direct rule by the masses. 

Beneath the changes, there are 
constants. Khaddafi said the 
country remained a target of 
what he called US imperialism 
and must remain on guard. He 
proposed abolishing the 
traditional Army only to make 
Libyan fighters more effective, 
he said. 

He retains a vision of world 
revolution inspired by his third 
universal theory, a unique blend 
of socialism and Islam.

The Movement repeatedly 
called for the withdrawal of 
Turkish troops. TheTurks claim 
that they have not had an oppor- 
tunity to present their point of 
view to the Movement. 

Turkey's shift toward 
neutrality is not coincidental. 
According to Turkish officials, 
Ankara realised that the West 
cannot solve its problems.

LONDON: Western Europe is 
disappointed — and a bit resent- 
ful — over the skimpy share it has 
received in President Reagan's 
“Star Wars” programme. 

The United States’ multi- 
billion dollar project to develop a 
missile-defence shield against 
Soviet intercontinental ballistic 
missiles , known as the Strategic 
Defence Initiative (SDI), has 
proved almost impervious to 
foreign participation. 

Experts say that the European 
allies’ share of research and 
development funds is unlikely to 
increase in years ahead, even if 
the controversial programme 
outlives Reagan’s administra- 
tion-. 

“The bottom line is -that the 
allies are- disappomted» Jn - the 
money that’s come, and thc^ 
second bottom line is that they 
shouldn’t be surprised,” said Ivo 
Daaltier of the International Ins- 
titute of Strategic Studies in Lon- 
don. Daalder, a research 
associate, is studying the impact 
of the SDI programme on NATO 
defence policy.. 

Daalder said there is resent- 
ment in Europe that the Reagan 
administration extracted 
political support for SDI with the 
hire of huge defence contracts. 
Now the critics, who said three 
years ago such contracts would 
never be signed, have been vin- 
dicated. Five countries have sig- 
ned secret memorandums with 
the US on participation in SDI — 
Britain, West Germany, Israel, 
Italy, and Japan. France, Can- 
ada, Belgium, and the Neth- 
erlands have not signed, buthave 
been awarded some contracts. 
Japan signed a memorandum in 
1987 but received no contracts. 

One reason the Europeans 
have done poorly is that funding 
for the programme itself has 
fallen short of original estimates. 


Funding for. the 1988-89 fiscal 
year is $3.6 billion, the largest 
appropriation so far, but well 
below the estimated $5 billion 
annually planned when Reagap 
announced the programme in 
1983. 

Other principal reasons the 
allies have been participating 
only on the edges of SDI research 
includes the complexity oftfaeUS 
bureaucracy, the politics of 
defence contracts, and the reluc- 
tance of the US Congress and tbe- 
Pentagon to share sensitive 
defence technologies with alKes. 

“It's a good strategy for the 
SDI office to go out and get tire 
best science and technology they 
can where the allies can make a 
contribution,” Daalder says. Bui 
he said it would be difficult to

As Washington’s closest ally, . 
Britain was the first country to 
agree to participate, after former -

scant rewards. 

Problem 

“Most of the problems lie with 
the American bureaucracy — it’s 
become too complex and too 
unwieldy," says Stanley Orman, 
director of the SDI participation 
Office in Britain’s Ministry of 
Defence. 

Dr Orman say s access to secret 
information has been a serious . 
problem for British, industry in 
bidding on SDI work, since the 
nature of the projects themselves 
is highly classified. However, 
access has improved since Britain 
signed the memorandum on SDI 
research with the US in late 1985. - 


Subjects don’t object 
to Bolkiah’s wealth 


BANDAR SERI BEGAWAN, 
Brunei, (AP): Although the man 
who rules this tiny sultanate has 
u nma tched wealth, diplomats 
say his subjects don’t appear to 
objecL because he spreads the 
money around. 

Sultan HassanaJ Bolkiah rules 
the enclave on the northeastern 
tip of Borneo from his 1.788- 
room palace. Earlier this month 
the US-based magazine Fortune 
called him the richest man in the 
world, worth $25 billion. 

“They (the people) are well 
looked after, with free education, 
medical treatment, cheap hous- 
ing, good pensions and anyone 
doing well in his studies can 
easily get a university education 
abroad at the government's 
expense,” said one diplomat, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity. 

He said there are no beggars, 
and about half the workforce is 
employed by the governmenL 
The per capita income is 
estimated at about $18,000, one 
of the highestin the world, accor- 
ding to bankers and diplomats. 

All the money comes from oil 
and gas, which Brunei exports 
mainly to Japan. 

Exports 

A Brunei government official 
said recently that 1986 exports 
amounted to S2.03 billion — 99 
per cent of it oil and gas. Imports 
for the same year totalled $785 
million in cars, foodstuffs and 
other goods. 

The nation covers just 2,226 
square miles (5,764 square kms), 


about half the size of Lebanon, 
much of which is not suitable for 
cultivation. 

Without daily newspapers, the 
nation’s 227,000 people get their 
news mainly through state- run 
radio. Television Brunei 'and 
some government publications. 

An official in the p lanning uni t 
said Malays form tne majonty of 
Brunefs population, but there' 
are also about 60,000 Chinese 
and other non-Malay; 

About 87,000 people are 
employed and of these 28,000 are 
foreign workers, including 
foreign maids, doctors, lawyers, 
engineers, accountants and oth- 
ers. 

Brunei has no elected 
.parliament and Sultan Bolkiah 
rules the nation with thehelp of a 
cabinet comprising two of his 
brothers and about seven other 
people. 

Abdicate 

The 41 -year-old monarch, 
who studied in neighbouring 
Malaysia before a stint at the 
British Military Academy ‘ in 
Sandhurst, England, in 1966, 
was crowned the 29th suRan of 
Brunei in 1967 by his father Sir 
Omar Ali Saifuddin, who 
abdicated in favour of his son. 

The sultan loves polo and has 
about 200 Argentine polo. 'pon- 
ies, some of which are kept m air- 
conditioned stables.

cles weaken. At ISU, Dr 
Schaefer has had the chance to 
learn much more about the 
problem than has been publi- 
shed in the literature, he says., 
by speaking with people who 
have worked with astronauts. 
He is applying to be a mission 
specialist on the space shuttle. 

Policy 

Every student attends every 
class: 240 hours in total. A 
typical day might include lec- 
tures on Japan's space policy, 
how to maintain an environ- 
ment inside a spacecraft, an 
introduction to satellite 
applications, and an overview 
of the moon’s natural resour- 
ces. — 

'"They are overloaded with 
tremendous amounts of 


material,’’ says Lawrence Kuz- 
nelz, one of the ISU’s 30 faculty 
members, two of whom have 
been in space themselves. 

After classes, students work 
on the summer’s “design 
project": developing a com- 
plete plan for a self-sufficient, 
international moon base. 
Groups are exploring nine 
areas of concern, from policy to 
operations to space manufac- 
turing. 

Lecturers are d rawn from the 
world space establishment, 
including the European Space 
Agency, the Soviet Cardiology 
Research Centre, and the Inter- 
national Telecommunications 
Satellite Organization. D. 
Stuart Nachtwey, who man- 
ages NASA's Radiation Health 
Research Programme, for 
example, recently described the 
agency’s guidelines for 
exposure of astronauts to 
radiation and told how they are 
expected to change in the next 
few years. 

“When you design your 
moon base,”" he said, “you 
should lake the new standards 
into account." The standards 
affect not only the construction 
of the base but also the amount 
of time that workers can stay on 
the surface of the moon.

Riddle at the heart of the Supernova

SUPERNOVA 1 987A,the star 
which, exploded in the Large 
Magellanic Cloud next to the 
Milky Way, is 18 months old,- 
and has largely behaved as 
astronomers expected it would. 

The shell ofgasthrownoffby 
the huge explosion is cooling 
and getting dimmer but whai 
remains at its centre, where the. 
star that blew up used to be, im- 
proving something of a puzzle.

But that source of heat is fad- 
ing, and astronomers arc begin- 
ning to see into the interior of 
the cooling remnant. 

The Japanese Ginga satellite 
and a Russian instrument 
aboard the Mir space platform 
have detached X-rays from the 
supernova which, being of 
much greater energy than light \ 
or radio waves, can fight their 
way’ 'out from the . denser 
interiorregions of the remnant, 
and thus serve astronomers, 
seeking to probe the remnant’s . • 
core. 

Some of the X-rays are easy 
to explain; others, as Martin. 
Rees and Andrew Fabian 
remark in Nature, are not. 

Those of higher energy {“hard - 

X-rays) are produced directly > 
by the decay of radioactive 
cobalt. But the supernova also 
produces “soft" X-rays, which 
cannot have come from

radioactive decay. Further- 
more. their intensity has been 
seen to go up and down in a 
matter of days, apparently ran- 
domly. ' ■ 

Apart from radioactive 
decay, the only other plausible 
source of energy within the 
remnant is a rapidly spinning 
neutron star, an ultra-dense 
body with the mass of the Sun 
but only 1 0 miles across. As the 
neutron star spins it whips up 
any material nearby to high 
speed, creating a small volume 
of hot, agitated atoms, tone 
soft X-rays are' directly 
produced in this mayhem, but 
not enough to explain what is* 
seen. 

Rees and Fabian, of the Ins- 
titute of Astronomy in Cam- 
bridge, argue that to explain 
both the intensity and the 
variability of the soft X-ray 
emission there must be small, 
rather dense blobs of gas 
surrounding the neuirogen star 
which, one by one, are engulfed 
by the expanding volume of 


agitated material at the rem- 
nant's core. 

Each time this happens the 
gas is suddenly heated to as 
much as one hundred million 
degrees, and radiates X-rays. 
After a day or two it cools 
■down, and is seen no more. 

From the nature of the soft 
X-ray emission, Rees and 
Fabian estimate the size and 
number of gas clouds. The 
problem then is to explain 
where .they came from; the 
supernova explosion would 
have blown away any such 
blobs of gas. 

A possibility, say the Cam- 
bridge astronomers, is that the 
star that exploded was part of a 
binary system, with a compan- 
ion star orbiting around it. The 
second star could have survived 
the blast, perhaps severely dis- 
rupted, and gas torn from its 
surface layers could now be for- 
ming a cocoon around the 
neutron star, and aggregating 
into lumps that produce 
sporadic bursts of X-rays. 


This explanation may ormay 
not be right, but will be amena- 
ble to observational tests over 
the coming years. The history 
of the first year of supernova 
I9S7A — an explosion and its 
immediate consequences was 
relatively simple; now, with a 
neutron star and gas clouds and 
magnetic fields and radiation 
of all kinds, things are getting 
more complicated and unclear, 
just what astrophysicists thrive

QUESTION: Is there such a thing as a 
stonein a salivary gland? What causes it? 

ANSWER: Although stones in the gall- 
bladderand kidney are better known, stones 
in the salivary glands are nol uncommon. 
Salivary stones ( also called sialoli ths — sialo 
means saliva and lith means stone) occur in 
about one per cent of the population, 
especially in older individuals and more 
often in men than in women. 

Stones can form in any of the saliva 
glands, but they usually occur in the sub- 
mandibular glands, the two located under 
the jaw with ducts that come up just where 
the tip of your tongue rests. Stones usually 
. form in this gland because of its more vis- 
cous, alkaline saliva and higher calcium 
content. This gland also has a longer curved 
duct that leads upward, which means its 
saliva must flow against gravity. 

A stone that forms or lodges in a duct will 
• ca use swelling and pain. Often, the stone can 
be removed by massaging along the salivary 
duct but sometimes it must be removed 
through relatively minor oral surgery.

But Hawley believes that the 
ultimate home of ISU will be 
off-planet: "When there is an 
active research programme on 
the space station. ISU should 
have facilities, faculty, and 
even students, where 
appropriate, on board.”

Let’s hear it from the chickens

TWO teams of scientists in the 
United States have shown that 
a chicken's inner ear recovers 
from damage caused by loud 
noise in a matter of weeks or 
even days. 

This is more than good news 
simply for chickens attending 
rock concerts and silting too 
close to loudspeakers. 

Some hearing loss in people 
once thought to be exclusively 
caused by ageing, is now 
-believed to be related to 
. exposure to loud noise. 

Understanding the repair 
mechanism in birds may help to 
induce the same process in 
humans. 

The ear is an exquisitely sen- 
sitive organ. Sound waves in 
the air cause the eardrum in the 
outer ear to vibrate. These 
vibrations are transmitted into 
a liquid-filled tube in the inner 
ear called the cochlea, inside 
which tiny cells (hair cells) tran- 
smit the motion from the vibra- 
tions into nerve impulses that 
go to the brain. 


As a chick grows from an 
embryo to a mature bird, the 
hair cells divide, covering the 
cochlea. But they stop dividing 
once the chick matures, after 
which their number was 
thought to remain essentially 
unchanged throughout the life 
of the bird. 

Changed 

But now that thinking has 
changed. Jeffrey Corwin of the 
University of Hawaii and 
Douglas Cotanche of Boston 
University, working together 
with young chicks, and Brenda . 
Ryals of the Veterans Adminis- 
< irariotr Hospital in Richmond, ■ 
Virginia, and Edwin .Rubel of 
the University of Washington, 
working with adult quails, have 
shown that after damage to a 
specific part of the cochlea, new 
cells grow to replace the hair 
cells experimentally destroyed. 
The two teams published their 
results in Science, the America n 
journal, recently. 

Corwin and Cotanche 
played a single frequency tone 
at 1 1 5dB to chicks between 9 
and 13 days for a total of 48 


hours. That is about as loud as 
the noise from a jet engine, alth- 
ough a jet engine has a mix of 
frequencies rather than a pure 
tone. After this, they found that 
the hair cells in a specific part of 
the cochlea were totally des- 
troyed. 

But, by using a radioactive 
tracer, Corwin and Cotanche 
found that cells that previously 
served some other function in 
the cochlea appeared ready to 
start dividing, transforming 
themselves into hair cells to 
replace those destroyed by the 

noise! 

, . . Experiment 

This pattern did not appear 
in chicks not subjected to loud 
noise. After 10 days, the 
appearance of the cochlea 
gradually returned to normal. 

By recording signals from 
the chick’s brains, Corwin and 
Cotanche were able to show 
that the new cells appeared to 
be functioning normally. Hear- 
ing began to return as new cells 
began to appear in the cochlea. 

* Ryals and Rubel conducted 
a similar experiment, this time 


using adult quails. Again, after 1 
10 days, cochlea cells were 
ready to start dividing. In these 
older birds, the new growth: 
took longer to appear. Sixty 
days after the damage was 
induced, the cochlea was nearly . 
back to normal. 

■ • The exciting aspect of this 
experiment, according to 
Rubel. is that there are cells in 
the inner ear that can take on 
the role of hair cells in response 
to injury. Both groups are now 
trying to pin down exactly 
which cells are involved in the 
transformation process. 

It came as a surprise that new 
cells could form in birds. In 
some fish and amphibians, hair 
cells are produced contin- 
uously throughout the life of 
the animal. Rubel now intends 
to see whether similar recovery 
can occur in mammals, and he 
thinks there is some reason to 
believe this may be so. For the 
time being, he is trying to pin 
down what triggers the growth, 
of new cells, and how soon after 
the damage the regeneration 
process begins.

RIVERSIDE, California (AP): 
When a cryonic company froze 
Dora Kent’s head recently, it 
was with the hope that the 83- 
year-old woman could 
someday be revived and live in a 
new body without the disease 
that plagued her first life. 

But while the members of the 
Alcor life ex tension foundation 
cast themselves as visionaries, 
others consider cryonics the 
work of mad scientists. 

Cryonics is the freezing of the 
dead in hopes that technology 
will someday advance to the 
point that the bodies can be 
revived a practice scoffed at by 
most medical authorities. 

On Jan 7. Alcor president 
Michael Darwin and five mem- 
bers were handcuffed and taken 
in for questioning, and -the 
Riverside county coroner 
demanded to examine Mrs 
Kent's severed head. 

The physician and Alcor 
member who signed M rs Kent's 
dea th certificate, indicating she 
died from pneumonia, is under 
review by the University of 
California, Los Angeles school 
of medicine, where he is a post- 
graduate research pathologist. 
The man who removed the 
woman’s head — a research 
associate at the medical school 
— has.been put on a paid leave 
of absence. 

Alcor has refused to turn

over Mrs Kent's head, and has 
received a temporary court 
order preventing the coroner 
from disturbing the frozen 
remains. 

Alcor officials say it is the 
novelty of the field that got 
them into trouble. 

"The law is really behind the 
times in dealing with it." Alcor 
attorney Christopher Leanders 
said. 

Coroner Ray Carrillo has 
found that few if any regula- 
tions exist to police cryonics 
firms. 

“It’s a big new. unregulated, 
field.” said John GilL executive 
officer of the state cemetery 
board. which licenses 
cemeteries and cremaloriuths. 

Gill would like to see cryon- 
ics firms outlawed, but he 
added, “nothing is going to 
happen from a legislative and 
regulatory point of view until 
y ou have more proven abuses." 

There have been abuses. In 
1 980. authorities, acting on the 
concerns of relatives, opened a 
tomb in Chaisworth, where 
four people were said to be 
frozen. Instead, they found rot- 
ting remains. 

"I’m almost certain that 


we're going to have (o do some 
tightening up of the law," said 
State Senator Robert Presley. 

The Riverside county coron- 
er's investigation was sparked 
because Mrs Kent's certificate 
indicated she died at a 
residence, later determined to 
be Alcor's laboratory, without 
a doctor present. 

An autopsy on her headless 
body was unable to determine 
the cause of death; 

An estimated 14 heads or 
complete bodies are known to 
be frozen by US cryonics firms: 
two bodies are kept by the 
Ciyonics Institute in Oak Park, 
Michigan three beads and two 
bodies at Translime Inc., in 
Oakland, California and one 
body and six heads at Alcor, 
which also has a cat and two 
dogs. 

Alcor is the second-largest 
ciyonics group in the USA, 
with about 250, members, 98 of 
whom want to be frozen. Dar- 
win said. 

Transtime claims to be the 
largest with 102 seeking 
preservation. The Cryonics 
Institute has about 60 seeking 
cryonic treatment upon death. 

At Alcor. diems pay 
5100,000 to have their body. 


frozen, >?.u00 dollars for a 
head. There are also 200-dolIar 
annual dues. 

The remains are frozen at - 
320 degrees Fahrenheit (-195 
Celsius). The heads, stored in 
aluminium canisters, are sealed 
in a doth bag and nestled in 
synthetic wool amid swirling 

liquid nitrogen. Those involved 
with cryonics believe that tech- 
nology will advance to the point 
where bodies can be grown for 
the brains. 

Mrs Kent’sson, Saul,4S, said 
- his interest in cryonics was 
sparked by a 1964 magazine 
articleabouta book by cryonics 
founder Robert Ettinger. a 
Michigan professor. 

Cryonics was the best chance 
possible for Dora Kent, her son 

^Kent's plans for his mother 
were spelled out in her nursing 
home file. "In all these places, it 
had always been dear that she 
was going to be suspended, 

(frozen) he said. 

Kent and other cryonics 
believers know there is no 
guarantee they’ll live again. But 

Kent said: *Tm abs ?JV 1 ^ 
of only one thing. iri*e»d 
I'm not frozen J will not be 
back."

ROME, (Reuter): Italy’s 

'"paparazzi/' the notorious 
street photographers who 
exposed the secret affairs of 
movie stars during the heyday 
of Rome’s Dolce Vita, have fin- 
ally won respectability. 

For years the paparazzi suf- 
fered abuse and often violence 
from the stars they hounded. 
But now a major exhibition in 
Venice has credited them with 
changing the rules of photo- 
reporting. 

The paparazzi first burst on 
the scene in 1958. At night on 
Rome's now legendary Via 
Veneto. American movie stars, 
deposed kings, and the residue 
of Italian nobility frolicked and 
held court at thesidewalk cafes. 

Some didn't want their pic- 
tures taken and those who did 
rushed to pose at the mere sight 
of a camera. 

Tazio Secchiaroli. the 
photographer who was the ins- 
piration for much of Federico 
Fellini's' 1960 film La' Dolce 
Vita (The Sweet Life), dis- 
covered that editors paid him 
more for "surprise pictures. 1 

An angry movie star using a 
newspaper to cover the face of a 
woman who was not his wife 
was worth three times as much 
as one with a broad smile. 

Secchiaroli, who along with 
his friends developed the tactics 
to bring the stars to life, says the 
Dolce Vita was born on the 
night between August 14 and 
15, 1958. 

Thai night he and his 
"accomplices" immortalised 
Egypt’s deposed king Farouk 
overturning a table, Tony 
Franciosa punching a 
photographer who had caught 
him dining with Ava Gardner 
in a nightclub, and a two-fisted 
Anthony Steel lurching at a 
lensman while the blonde, 
buxom Anita Ekberg waited in 
a car. 

The pictures caused a jour- 
nalistic sensation. They were so 
unlike the glossy publicity stills 
the movie studios spoon-fed to 
newspapers. Photo editors 
clamoured for more. 

Fellini, who was already toy- 
ing with the idea for a film 
about the cafe society, took 
Secchiaroli and his friends to 
dinner. He grilled them about 
their work. He took mental 
notes. 

"Practically, we invented La 
Dolce Vita,” Secchiaroli, now 
63, said in an interview with, 
Reuters. “But had it not been

for a true artist like Fellini it 
would have died on the pages of 
Italian newspapers.” 

Apart from the Via Veneto 
sequences, Secchiaroli's true 
experiences gave Fellini the 
ideas for two other major parts 
of the film: a striptease party of 
the bored Roman aristocracy 
and mass hysteria earned by 
two imaginative children who 
convinced an entire town they 
had seen the Madonna. 


The name Fellini chose for 
the character based on Sec- 
chiaroli in the film — 
paparazzo — gave the new- 
style photographers a name 
now found in dictionaries. 

“llie immense success of the 
film Hooded Via Veneto with 
photographers and small-time 
actresses seeking each other 
and tourists seeking them 
both ” Secchiaroli said. 

The real Dolce Vita moved 


indoors while the pretenders 
imitated the film out on the 
street 

The hard-core paparazzi per- 
fected their cloak-and-dagger 
techniques and sought sen- 
sational scoops, usually work- 
ing solo, with months of pains- 
taking groundwork. 

Thus did Elio Sorci become 
one of the world's most 
celebrated photographers in 
April 1962. 


Elizabeth Taylor and 
Richard Burton were in Rome 
— then known as Hollywood 
on the Tiber — filming the epic 
Cleopatra. 

A tipster in the studios con- 
firmed to him rumours that 
Burton and Taylor — both 
married to others at the time — 
were involved in an off-the-set 
romance. 

Sord knew from domestic 
staff at the Taylor villa that her 
marriage to singer Eddie Fisher 
was on the rocks. He used mon- 
ths of detective work to gel 
photographic proof 
The result was world 
exclusive pictures ofTaylor and 
Burton eating at a restaurant in 
a Roman countryside, return- 
ing in a car from a secret picnic, 
and kissing off the set- 

in April, 1962 the New Y ork 
Daily News ran Sord's photos 
for two days on the front pages 
and the entire centrefolds with 
headlines: “Liz and Burton 
romp in Rome” and “Liz and 
Richard drive off together and 
Eddie takes a track seat." 

Scoop 

“What interested me was a 
journalistic scoop, to get it 
alone no matter how much time 
it took,” Sord, now 56, said in 
an interview. “I considered it 
my business to take pictures in 
places where photographers 
were not allowed.” 

“What we did, without 
knowing it at the time, was 
begin a new era in photo- 
journalism,” he said. 

Sord, who was 30 at the time 
and is now semi-retired, 
became a celebrity in his own 
right, earning a full page profile 
in the US media magazine 
Editor and Publisher. . 

The 100-photo exhibition in 
Venice’s Palazzo Fortuny, 
open until December, is a 
tribute to Secchiaroli, Sord and 
three other famous paparazzi. 

A publicity release calls it 
“The first scientific recognition 
of the phenomenon of 
paparazzi, Italian photogra- 
phers who in the 1950s charac- 
terised our history of photogra- 
phy and culture in general 
because of the sociological and 
political implications of their 
transgressions” 

Sord, who thinks today’s 
photographers too often work 
m packs, offers a more street- 
wise definition. 

“A paparazzo is a young, 
carefree, happy man who earns 
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Hemingway’s old man

COJIMAR, Cuba, (Reuter): 
He is a very old man who lives 
by the sea and shared with 
Ernest Hemingway many of the 
fishing exploits that inspired 
the author. 

As skipper of Hemingway’s 
yacht El P3ar and a life-long 
friend, Gregorio Fuentes is 
probably the Cuban who best 
knew the American novelist, 
still revered in Cuba 27 years 
after his death. 

The old skipper turned 90 
this year but his memories of 
"papa’, as he and most Cubans 
fondly called Hemingway, 
remain crisp. 

Fuentes recalled the day 
"probably around 1950’ when 
Hemingway got the idea for 
The Old Man and the Sea, the 
tale of an ageing fisherman’s 
indomitable courage. Publi- 
shed in 1952, it helped Heming- 
way to win the Nobel prize for • 
literature two years later. 

“Did you see that boat?” 
Fuentes asked as they sailed 
near Cabanas, a port 60 km (40 
miles) west of Havana. 

“There was an old fisher- 
man. with a young boy at his 
side. Theman was struggling to 
get a Wue marlin'' out ef~4ho-'< 


water and shouted at us to go 
away.” . 

"" “Later, he told me: ‘I am- 
going to write a . book oil that 
scene and you can help me a 
lot.’” 

Sitting in a battered arm- 
chair in the living room of his. 
modest house in this fishing 
village, 1 1 km (seven miles) east 
of downtown Havana, Fuentes 
recalled his first encounter with 
Hemingway in 1925. 

“It was on Dry Tortuga, the 
USkey (island)dosest to Cuba, 
after a storm. He was with 
several other people and had 
run aground. 

“We gave them food and 
towed their boat bade to Key 
West. He told me, in fluent 
Spanish, ‘See you in Cuba.’ But ■ 
I thought nothing of it.” 

Three years later, in 1928, 
Hemingway paid his first 48- 
hour visit to Cuba. Later, it 
would be come his home. 

Fuentes by then had gone on : 
merchant ships to Europe and : 
Africa, but the wiiysailor, bom : 
m the Canary islands, returned - 
to his adopted homeland in 
1935.

four hearts we will never know. We 
can only presume that he was daz- 
zled by his 100 honors.

US economy still humming 


WASHINGTON, Sept 12, 
(Reuter): Despite doomsayers' 
worries about budget and trade 
deficits^ US officisus enter this 
autumn's round of international 
financial meetings satisfied that 
the world’s largest economy is 
performing remarkably well. 

“People generally think things 
are on track. They’re happy, one 
US official said. He was sum- 
ming. up the mood among 
Reagan administration econ- 
omic policymakers as they 
prepare for the annual meeting of 
the World Bank and the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund in West 
Berlin next week. 

After growing a bil too fast for 
comfort in the first half of the 
year, the US economy by most 
evidence is slowing down to a 
more sustainable rate this quar- 
ter. 

Officials say Inflation, though 
rising, is not getting out of hand. 
And the dollar is no longer a big 
worry now that it has fallen back 
from currency market peaks it 
scaled a month ago. 

The administration has striven 
to keep the economy humming to 
buttress Vice-President George 


Bush's bid to win the November 
8 presidential election on a plat- 
form of peace and prosperity. 

The game plan has gone better 
than officials dared to hope at the 
start of the year, when the spectre 
of recession still lingered in the 
aftermath of last October's stock 
market crash. 

Powered by exports and 
capital spending, the economy 
grew at an impressive rate of 3.4 
per cent in the first three months 
of 1988 and 3.3 per cent in the 
second quarter. 

Prices 

Because the economy has the 
capacity to grow only by about 
2.5 per cent a year without gen- 
erating inflation, the US Federal 
Reserve (central bank) started 
tightening credit gradually in 
February. 

It underlined its anti-inflation- 
ary resolve by raising the dis- 
count rate by half a percentage 
point to 6.5 per cent on August 9. 

The monetary fine-tuning 
seems to be paying off. 

Although .producer prices rose 
0.6 per cent in August, the finan- 
cial markets took comfort from 
the fact that, excluding the 


volatile categories of food and 
energy, the core wholesale infla- 
tion rate was just 0.3 per cent. 

*T don’t think that the heat 
under the pot is as hot as it might 
have looked a couple of weeks 
ago,'* Fed Governor John 
La ware said last week. 

In a vote of confidence by the 
bond market in the Fed, long- 
term bond yields have actually 
fallen about half a percentage 
point since early August to 
around nine per cenL 

Jacob Dreyer. chief economist 
at the Investment Company Ins- 
titute, believes the economy, 
which has already notched up 
almost six years of uninterrupted 
growth, will continue to expand 
for quite a while. 

There is nothing in the cards 
that will indicate a recession or a 
downturn, Dreyer, a former sen- 
ior official at the congressional 
budget office, said. 

Administration and Fed econ- 
omists are particularly pleased at 
the mix oi growth, with exports 
booming at a 30 per cent annual 
rate and inflation-adjusted 
domestic demand growth slow- 
ing from 3.7 per cent in 1986 to 


three per cent in 1987 and less 
than 1.5 per cent in the first half 
of 1988. 

A slowdown in domestic 
demand was one of the main 
pledges that the United States 
made to its partners in the Group 
of Seven — Japan, West Ger- 
many, Britain, France, Canada 
and Italy — as part of the 
February 1987 Louvre accord. 

When Nicholas Brady, assum- 
ing he is confirmed in time by the 
Senate as Treasury Secretary to 
succeed James Baker, takes stock 
with his G-7 colleagues in West 
Berlin, he will also be able to 
point to cuts in the US budget 
and trade deficits. 

Progress 

The federation deficit has 
come down to around SI SO 
billion from S22 1 billion in fiscal 
year 1986, and in relation lo the 
size of the US economy is now 
smaller Lhan the average of the 24 
countries in the Organisation of 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development, economists say. 

The merchandise trade deficit, 
measured on a seasonally adjus- 
ted balance -of- payments basis, 
shrank to about S30 billion in the 


second quarter of 1988 from 
nearly 540 billion in the same 
three months of 1987. 

Economists welcome this clear 
progress, but warn that the 
easiest cuts have been made. 

Without lough political 
decisions by the new president, 
the budget deficit wul remain 
stuck on the 5 1 50 billion plateau 
and, unless the economy slows 
dramatically to curb iraprols, it 
will be difficult to get the mon- 
thly trade deficit much belowSlO 
billion, many say. 

Moreover, with US foreign 
debts growing and interest rates 
rising, service payments are lik- 
ely to put increasing pressure on 
the current account. 

The IMF projects the US 
current account deficit will 
narrow only slightly in 1989 to 
SI 34.7 billion from an estimated 
S 1 38.8 billion this year. 

If the improvement in the 
trade accounts were to stall, 
some economists fear the finan- 
cial markets, which have bid the 
dollar up for most of the year, 
could become disenchanted and 
leave Brady with a fresh currency 
crisis on his hands. 


US bankers expect bigger role 
in huge market for Japanese bonds 


NEW YORK, Sept 12: Japan’s 
long-awaited steps to open fur- 
ther its government bond market 
to foreign underwriters could 
increase significantly the par- 
ticipation of foreign investment 
banks in that huge market, US 
bankers say. 

The issue has been a major 
booe of contention with other 
governments and financial ins- 
titutions. In the US, the measures 
also . could help remove a con- 
gressional threat to the ability of 
Japan's big securities firms to act 
as primary dealers in US govern- 
ment securities the- Wall Street 
has reported.

System 

A newly instituted price auc- 
tion system “is to our benefit as 
issuers,” said Eisuke Sakaki- 
bara, director of the government 
debt divirion of the Ministry of 
Finance’s finance bureau, which 
hammered out the new 
measures. 

“This was not a reaction to US 
pressure,” Sakakibara said. 
“Out original idea was to res- 
pond (to the US) just by increas- 
ing the shares of foreign under- 


writers, and to follow that later 
by the auction on our own 
initiative.” At some point, the 
two ideas were combined, he 
says. 

Reaction in the US to the 
Japanese announcement was 
mostly positive. But some bank- 
ers, noting that Japanese market 
practices are often different from 
what they appear, said they 
would take a look-and-see 
attitude.

bond market is the second- 
largest in the world after that for 
US government securities. 

The Finance Ministry said 
that, beginning April 1, the 
government will sell 40 per cent 
of each issue of 1 0-year bonds by 
soliciting competitive price bids 
from members of the Japanese 
underwriting syndicate. The 
remaining 60 per cent will be dis- 
tributed to the syndicate's mem- 
bers under fixed allocations, 
which is the current practice. 
Under the current system, 20 per 
cent of the monthly issue of 10- 
year bonds are offered under a 
much more restrictive form of 

tender. - - - 

..Under the new system, the 
' the syndicate wilt 
-negotiate on a coupon rate for a 
coming bond issue. Then the 
ministry will accept bids from 
underwriters that specify the 
amount of bonds they want and 
the price they are willing to pay. 

The ministry said foreign 
underwriters' fixed share of the 
syndicated portion of each bond 
offering will be increased to 
almost 8 per cent from 2.5 per 
cent, effective Oct 1. In addition, 
foreign firms will be allowed to 
become “co-managers” in the 
syndicate. 


Japan’s trade surplus and its 
imbalance with US narrow 


TOKYO, Sept 12, (Reuter): 
Japan's worldwide trade surplus 
and its imbalance with the 
United States both narrowed in 
August, surprising economists 
who had predicted they would 
grow. 

The country's trade surplus 
dropped to $4.94 billion in 
August from 5. IS billion in the 
same month last year as surging 
Imports overwhelmed a rise in 
exports. 

Japan’s surplus with the 
United States also fell for the 
eighth straight month to $3.25 
billion in August from 3.73 
billion a year earlier. 

US Commerce Secretary 
William Verity told reporters in 
Tokyo the US trade deficit with' 
Japan,. $60 billion last. year* js_ 
likely to fall by $7 io 10 billion 
this year as long as present trends 
continue. 

Agreement 

Verity also said a US-Japan 
free-trade agreement was not the 
best way to solve the two coun- 
tries’ trade squabbles. 

“lam not sure that a free-trade 
agreement is the answer right 
now,” he said. 

He said he thought a mul- 
tilateral approach was best. 

Washington and Tokyo have 
begun to explore having a pact as 
a way to find comprehensive 


solutions to trade disputes. 

Imports to Japan in August 
were up 27.3 per cent compared 
to a year earlier while exports 
grew 18.2 per cent. Economists 
said imports were likely to con- 
tinue strong in the near future, 
helpingtodeflate the surplusfur- 
ther. 

1 think the Japanese figure will 
continue to fall until the end of 
this fiscal year (on March 31, 
1989), said economist Soichi 
Enkyo at the Bank of Tokyo. 

Surprising 

This was a surprising figure. 
We did not expect domestic 
demand to be so strong,” he 
added. 

Economists said the major 
structural changes that have 
swept Japan follQwing.tiieiyenX 
three-year appreciation were 
now begi nning to bear fruit in the 
form of ballooning imports. 

“Inexpensive imports are now 
starting to come through the dis- 
tribution system and reach the 
shops cheaper than Japanese 
goods," added Enkyo. 

“It is clear evidence of contin- 
uing strong economic activity in 
Japan.” said David Pike, econ- 
omist at UBS Phillips and Drew 
International Ltd. “There is 
strong demand for raw materials 
from industry' and strong con- 
sumerdemand."

Japan, Indonesia show way out of world debt crisis 


JAKARTA, Sept 12, (Reuter): 
While the United States and 
Latin American nations argue 
about how to cope with the 
mountains of Third World debt, 
Japan and Indonesia are quietly 
showing them how it can be 
done. 

The world’s biggest creditor 
country and Asia's biggest deb- 
tor have forced at times an 
uneasy partnership to allow Jak- 
arta to pul its economy back into 
shape without rescheduling its 
$50 billion in foreign loans. 

“At this time, it works well," 
National Planning Minister 
Saleh Afiff told Reuters in a 
recent interview. 

The partnership has allowed 
Indonesia to do something its 
fellow Latin American debtors 
still dream of — replace costly 
commercial bank credits with 
cheap government loans from 
Japan. 

In June, Japan announced 
to extend Indonesia the 


plans 


equivalent of $2.3 billion in loans 
in 1988/89, nearly double the 
amount it gave last year. The 
package's SI. 4 billion in aid 
loans carry a low interest rate of 
2.7 per cent and do not have to be 
fully paid back for 30 years. 

Much of the money will be 
disbursed quickly and will effec- 
tively be used by Indonesia to 
pay some $1 billion in principle 
and interest -on bank loans in 
1988, bankers said. 

• Debt 

Jakarta will pay off the 
remaining principle on a 10 
billion yen bond next month, 
three years ahead of schedule. 

Indonesia has been able to get 
away with this partly because it 
has followed the economic pres- 
criptions laid down by the World 
Bank and has not defaulted on its 
loans. 

“Indonesia is the good boy," 
said one foreign banker. “That’s 
the reward." 

The banker said that Jakarta's 


debt is trading at around 100 
cents on the dollar in the secon- 
dary market where banks swap 
Third World loans, while Mex- 
ico's is trading at about half that 

Jakarta has played by the rules 
partly because it went through a 
debt crisis before — in 1 974 with 
state-owned oil company Per- 
tamina — and learned from it. 
bankers said. 

Led by the so-called Berkeley 
Mafia of US-trained tech- 
nocrats, Indonesia has avoided 
the huge government budget 
deficits that plague matty Latin 
American debtors and has acted 
lo deregulate its economy in- 
order to increase exports. 

“The World Bank is preaching 
to the converted,” said one 
foreign banker. 

The World Bank, with its 
emphasis on long- term economic 
developmen t, is a more sympa th- 
etic overseer than the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF), 
bankers said. 


The fund has clashed with 
several Latin American debtor 
nations after being called in lo 
police their economies. 

In Jakarta's case, the IM F has 
suggested that external debt be 
frozen at current levels while the 
World Bank has only called for a 
cut in the growth of that debt, 
bankers. said. Not suiprisingly, 
Indonesia has opted to follow the 
latter advice. 

Indonesia may also be having 
a bit easier time because much of 
its debts are owed to govern- 
ments and multilateral Tending 
agencies, rather than to profit- 
oriented commercial banks. 

Factors 

Japanese diplomats said 
strategic factors played a big role 
in Tokyo's decision to lend $2.3 
billion for the year ending next 
March. Indonesia controls the 
Straits of Malacca, which links 
Japan with Lhe Middle East. 

And fortunately for Indon- 
esia, Japan has more money than 


the United States and is anxious 
to lend it, bankers said. 

Tokyo also seems less dog- 
matic on the debt question than 
does the Reagan administration, 
which has rejected any hint of 
assuming the risks of US banks’ 
loans to Latin America. 

Japan may feel some respon- 
sibility to help Indonesia because 
Jakarta's debt problems have 
largely resulted from the yen's 
steep rise over Lhe past three 
years, bankers added. 

Appreciation 

“The appreciation of the 
currency is hurting us quite a 
lot,” AfUT said. “Our debt port- 
folio is heavily yen while our ear- 
nings are dollars.” 

About 45 per cent of Indon- 
esia's public debt is denominated 
yen. its biggest export earner is 
oil. priced in dollars. 

Slumping oil prices have been 
disastrous for Indonesia but 
have been a boon for Japan, 
which imports almost ail its oil.

To some extent, the market’s 
ambivalence is due to brighter 
prospects in other sectors and 
analysts’ preoccupation with 
accelerating quarterly profit 
growth. And few would argue 
that the three institutions are in 
any danger of an imminent drop 
in profits. 

Nevertheless, there is little 
doubt (hat despite great fun- 


damental strength, the sleep ear- 
nings gains of the late 70s and 
early 80s are over, and Sin- 
gapore's banks a face real challen- 
ges in discovering avenues for 
growth. 

“Banking stocks have been 
labelled boring performers due 
to the common view that the 
industry is maturing.” Urn Kok 
Ann, an analyst for Merrill 
Lynch Pierce Fenner & Smith 
(Singapore) Pte., wrote in a 
recent report on the industry. 
“Though banking profits tuive 
generally turned around [since 
the recession of 1 985- 1 986], they 
aren't expected to show spec- 
tacular growth over the next few 
years, hence their relatively staid 
performances.’’ 

The problems the big three 
banks face are clear. There are 


few growth prospects in the 
highly competitive local market, 
and equally fierce competition 
from international giants also 
makes foreign growth prospects 
difficult 

On the plus side, however, 
analysts point to strong balance 
sheets. “Singapore has three of 
the world’s five strongest banks 
in terms of capital-asset ratios" 
and excellent asset qualhy, says 
Lim. 

Olher analysts point to the 
benefits ofthe rapidly expanding 
regional economy on potential 
loan growth and add that there is 
even room to expand in the local 
market at the expense of foreign 
banks, which presently account 
for some 50 per cent of Sin- 
gapore's total banking business. 

As lhe country’s largest bank 


in term* of assets, loans and 
deposits. DBS should be poised 
to exploit those possibilities. 

The bank's top position is 
related lo lhe fact lhat it was once 
government-owned and is still 
government-controlled through 
a 46.7 per cent slake. 

Besides the considerable 
advantage of being known as the 
bank of choice for the country's 
public sector, DBS is well 
positioned Tor lucrative official 
business.

Iran economic talks 
constructive, says Ozai 

ANKARA, Sept 12, (Reuter): Turkish State Minister Yusuf 
Ozai said in Tehran today he had constructive taller with Iranian 
officials and that economic ties between the two countries were 
likely to improve. “Before going to Iran, I was not expecting much 
but the talks have been very useful and constructive results were 
achieved,’’ the Anatolian news agency quoted Ozal as saying at 
the end of a four-day visit. “I believe our economic and commer- 
cial co-operation with Iran, which were already good before the 
Gulf war, wffl now be much better.” Ozal, accompanied by a 137- 
member delegation, arrived in Tehran last Friday to boost 
economic co-operation alter last month's Golf war ceasefire. 
Turkey, which borders both Iran and Iraq, remained neutral in the 
eight-year conflict. Oral, brother of Turkish Prime Minister 
Tnrgut Ozal, met Iranian Prime Minister Mir-Hossein Mousavi, 
partianientary Speaker Ali Akbar Hasbemi Rafsanjan! and other 
officials. He said Turkey hoped to increase co-operation with 
Iran and Pakistan under terms of an economic co-operation pact, 
adding: “Studies are continuing fora preferential trade system.” 
He suggested on Saturday that Turkish and Iranian firms should 
form joint ventures for vehicle production and in other fields. 
Turkey and Iran have plans to build a pipeline to take oil from 
southwest Iran to Turkey's Mediterranean coast and agreed in 
August to build a power plant in Turkey and share its output. 
Trade between the two countries was worth 51.69 btUion in 1987, 
including Turkish imports from Iran, mainly oil, worth 1.15 
billion. 

IFC exploring underwriting 
stocks of Third World firms 

WASHINGTON, Sept 12, (Reuter): A World Bank affiliate is 
exploring the possibility of underwriting stocks of Third World 
manufacturing companies in die United Stales and Britain, bank 
officials said today. In a briefing to discuss the annual results of 
the International Finance Corporation, which helps promote free 
enterprise in developing countries, officials said talks with the 
Securities and Exchange Cbmmisaon (SEC) were going wetl and 
hoped permission could be obtained in the coming year. IFC 
executive Vice-President William Pyrie told reporters that in 
order to take on this new role the agency would have to got an 
exemption from some SEC rules governing disclosure. The IFC 
assists the formation of private companies through loans and by 
taking equity positions, has helped form a number of country 
investment funds to development private enterprise. For the year 
ended June 30, the IFC said it approved 95 new investments 
totalling approximately $13 billion an increase of 38 per cent 
over the previous year. The report said many countries are more 
willing to use free enterprise to fuel economic growth, an historic 
change from the past The change in attitude is reflected in an 
increasingly liberal business environment, which has opened up 
new opportunities for domestic as well as foreign entrepreneurs,” 
the report said. It said the outlook for the developing world was 
mixed. Prospects for the industrial countries, which are crucial to 
the overall health of the Third World, looked fairly good. 

Japan to scrap restrictions 
on Iranian oil imports 

"TOKYO, Sept 12, (Reuter): Japan's trade ministry has decided 
to abolish its restrictions on Iranian oil imports from October, oil 
industry sources said t oday. The Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry (MITI) in January set a 200,000 barrel per day 
(BPD) ceding for Iranian oil imports following US caDs for 
sanctions against Iran, the sources said. However US policy 

to wards Iran is changing since the Aug ust 20 cease fire in the Iran- 
Iraq war, and this Aft has enabled MITI to relax its position, 
they said. “I think Mill has contacted the US government about 
tins and somehow got a green tight (to abolish the restrictions),” 
said one oil industry official. The end of the import restrictions is 
good news for both Iran and Japanese trading houses eager for 
construction contracts in Iran following the Gulf ceasefire. Cash- 
strapped Iran often prefers to pay its bills with o3. An NIOC 
delegation is due to visit Japan later this month to ffiscuss prices 
and volumes with customers who say they want price cuts of at 
least 30 cents a barrel. 

Gulf GDP growth quickens 

THE 1987 report of the Kuwait Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry teas said that Kuwait and tbe other five members of the 
Gntf Co-operation Council have made a gradual recovery from 
the stagnation caused by the 1984 oil prices collapse. Rationing of 
resources, expenditure control and cuts in imports have helped tbe 
six GCC states lower the deficit in their current accomtis. The 
deficit reached $5 billion in 1984 and went up to $8.8 billion in 

1986 before it dropped to 52.6 billion in 1987, the report said. 
Consequently, the GCC states witnessed economic stability in 

1987 which was reflected in a Favourable increase ofthe growth 
domestic product after years of setbacks, the report issued here 
today said. In 1987, oil revenue for Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, the 
United Arab Emirates, Qatar and Oman were estimated at 540 
billion compared to 532 billion in 1986 and half that figure in 
1984. The report said growth domestic product of Kuwait grew > 

2 per cent in 1987 after declining by 9.6 per cent in 1985 and 
around 15.6 per cent in 1986. On the other hand, the non-oil sector 
performance continued to make remarkable progress, with an 
increase of 73 per cent in 1986, a development which favourai% 
affected tins segment of the GDP from 50 per cart in 1 985 to 63 
per cent in 1986. The bnflding and construction segment of 
Kuwait’s economy was dormant dining the period of review. 
Building and construction contributed only KDI56 million in 
1987 com pared, to KD198 million the previous year. Wholesale 
and retail trade dropped by about KD30 wiffiou to KD470 
million, the report said.

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Kuwait dinar deposits 
steady in quiet trade 


KUWAITI dinar interbank 
deposits were little changed yes- 
terday in quiet trade as high 
liquidity continued to dampen 
borrowing demand. 

Dealers said business was thin 
and centred on short-term 
deposits as banks covered posi- 
tions ahead of a new JOO million 
dinar issue of government 
Treasury bills on Wednesday. 
An earlier issue is due to roll over 
on the same day. 

The Central Bank bought two 
and three-week funds at five per 
cent in a bid to help support 
prices, which have eased in res- 
ponse to ample liquidity. 

One-week dealt at levels rang- 
ing between 5-3/4. 4-3/4 percent, 
down from quotes of six. 5-1/4 
per cem on Sunday. Spot-next 
was marked up to five, four per 
cent from offers of two the day 
before. 

Funds 

One-month funds were steady 
at 5-7/8, 5*8 per cent with busi- 
ness reported at 5-3/4 per cent. 
Three-months eased 3/16 point 
to six. 5-3/4 per cent and dealt at 

5- 15/16 percent. 

Six-months was steady at 

6- 1 /4. six per cent and one-year at 
6-3/8. six percent. 

The Central Bank adjusted its 


dinar exchange rate to 0.28519/ 
29 to the dollar from quotes of 
0.28502/ 1 2on Sunday. Commer- 
cial banks quoted spot rates of 
0.23528/35. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal 
deposits finned yesterday on a 
surge of borrowing sparked by 
renewed speculation of a riyal 
devaluation at the end of the 
year. 

Dealers said many banks were 
keen to take out long riyal posi- 
tions in anticipation that rapidly 
declining oil prices could widen 
Saudi Arabia’s projected 1988 
budget deficit of 40 billion riyals, 
prompting a riyal devaluation. 

“People want to be long on 
riyals at the year-end when the 
Saudi Arabian Monetary 
Agency announces its budget." 
one dealer said. “We expect a 
higher deficit due to lower oil 
prices." 

The Mideast benchmark 
Dubai crude'traded around 
£12.35 a barrel, well below its 
official OPEC price of $1 8. 

Borrowing demand, mainly 
from offshore banks, focussed 
on one to three-month deposits. 
One and three-monLhs both 
edged up 1/16 point to 8-3/16. 
J/I6 per cent and 8-1/2, 5/16 per 
cent respectively. 


Nigerian newspaper urges 
OPEC to abandon quotas 


LAGOS, Sept 12. (Reuter): 
Nigeria’s biggest newspaper 
urged OPEC today to lei its 
members produce as much oil as 
they can sell. 

The Daily Times, in which the 
government owns a majority 
stake, reviewed OPECs strategy 
in an editorial and rated it worth- 
less, saying the group had failed 
to enforce The output quotas with 
which it aimed to boost prices. 

“ OPEC should, at least for now, 
loosen its grip on member coun- 
tries and allow them to produce 
as much as they can sell," the 
paper said. . 

Concern 

Oil analysts said the comments 
reflected growing concern 
among some of Nigeria’s 
military leaders that, because Oil 
Minister Rilwanu Lukman was 
chairman of OPEC (ihe Organ- 
isation of Petroleum Export 
Countries), Nigeria was sticking 
to its quota while other members 
were cheating. 


The Daily Times said unfet- 
tered production would 
legitimise what several OPEC 
members were already doing, 
eliminate marginal producers 
and boost the group's share of 
the oil market. 

“The resultant increase in its 
share of the oil market will enable 
OPEC to reassert itself... and put 
it in a better position to influence 
prices,” the paper added. 

Last week the influential 
Guardian newspaper said Luk- 
man was under fire from senior 
officials and members of the 
armed forces ruling council who 
want him to allow Nigeria to 
produce more than its OPEC-set 
quota. 

Reform 

“Nigeria could do with more 
foreign exchange earnings from 
increased oil production." the 
Daily Tunes said, adding that 
this would ease a cash squeeze 
caused by a tough economic 
reform programme introduced 
two years ago.

Gold plunges as inflation fears wane

LONDON, Sept 12, (Reuter): 
Weak oil prices eased worries 
about inflation today and that 
put the skids under gold -bullion. 

Gold; an investor hedge when 
inflation threatens, fell 510 from 
Friday’s price to $419.40 an 
ounce at the London bullion 
market afternoon fix as the con- 
cern about inflation receded. 

Monday's slump in Europe 
followed a flight out of gold in 
New York late on Friday which 
resumed when the US market 
reopened today. 

“The specific thin g that trig- 
gered it was the news that OPEC 
will not be meeting," said Rhona 
O'Connell, precious metals 
analyst for Shearson Lehman 
Hutton in London. 

Value 

Gold's value lies in the fact 
that it does not age and in its 
universal acceptability, a factor 
which led to it underpinning the 
world’s currency system for 
many years as the "gold stan- 
dard” — a kind of guarantee of 
money’s value. 

But gold is costly to hold if 
inflation remains stable, because 
it pays no interest income. 

“If we see Brent (crude oil 
prices! breaking $13 (per barrel) 
on the downside, then I think we 
could challenge the $400 level iu 
gold," said another analyst. The 
Brent price was just above that 
level, at $13.05 to $13. 10 today. 

A retreat in Chicago grain 
futures prices last week aud 


recent rises in interest rates 
aimed at containing inflation 
have also taken the shine off the 
metal, dealers said. 

“What It (tie market) has been 
saying is that although inflation 
may rise, any rise is likely to be 
short-lived” said Lawrence 
Eagles, precious metals analyst 
for GNI Ltd in London. 

Fall 

The sudden fall in gold prices 
came after prices languished for 
weeks in a tight range of about 
$425to430. 

Once the market broke the 
$420 level, major banks 
unloaded gold along with com- 
mission houses, dealers said. 

Dealers said they expect prices 
to pause at the new low levels 
before trying again to breach 
Iovter levels. “The general feeling 
is if will go to $400,” said a Lon- 
don dealer. 

Apart from waning inflation 
fears, analysts said there have 
been some changes in the basic 
supply and demand of gold. 
Gold is mined in many countries 
and on all continents. But by far 
the biggest producer is South 
Africa, which supplies just over 
half of the Western world’s 
needs. 

The Soviet Union is the 
world's second biggest producer, 
although there are no reliable 
figures as to just how much gold 
it mines. Other major producers 
are Brazil, Canada, the United 
States and Australia. 


Theic is growing concern 
about the effects of gold loans to 
mining companies by major 
banks, said GNI's Eagles. Under 
the practice, banks loan gold 
bullion to mining companies, 
who promise to repay the gold 
from future production. 

Much of the gold loaned by 
banks finds its way onto the spot 
market, adding to short-term 
supplies, he said . 

Currencies had a quiet day 
with thedollar closing in London 
little changed worth 1.8455 West 
German marks and 133.50 yen. 

Dealers said the Bundesbank. 
West Germany’s central bank, 
sold dollars when it appeared 
that the mark might weaken. 
Most operators were waiting for 
US July trade figures due on 
Wednesday. . 

Sterling closed unchanged on 
its Bank of England index 
against other key currencies at 
75.7. 

Brokers said business was light 
ahead of the trade figures but 
that sentiment was helped by the 
weak oil prices ■ — less risk of 
inflation suggests less risk that 
the Federal Reserve Board will 
have to tighten credit a^ain. 

In London, equity prices were 
mostly firmer but below the day's 
modest highs in thin, late trad- 
ing, with a becalmed Wall Street 
providing little new impetus. 

Dealers said news this morn- 
ing that August UK retail sales 
had grown well within expecta- 


tions at 0.5 per cent after July s 
alarming 2.4 per cent gain, hel- 
ped calm some of the market's 
worst fears on inflation. 

However, with a whole spate 
of economic fi gures out this week 
from both sides of the Atlantic, 
trading is likely to remain 
cautious. At 1450 GMT, the 
FTSE 100 share index was 4.9 
points up at 1,743.3 after touch- 
ing 1,747.7. 

Prices 

UK August output prices rose 
an unadjusted 0.4 per cent, in line 
with expectations and had little 
impact. 

Dealers said news that Bar- 
clays Bank was raising its UK 
mortgage rate to 13 percent from 
1 1 .8 per cent tomorrow, did help 
the outlook on inflation. The 
move, while made inevitable by 
last month's one-point rise in 
base rates to 12 per cent, came 
earlier than expected and the 
other banks and building 
societies may quickly follow sujL 
Higher mortgage rates are one of 
the most effective ways of dam- 
pening consumer demand, direc- 
tly reducing disposable income. 

Quiet 

Nevertheless, the market 
looks set to remain quiet this 
week. One dealer said, “Wall 
Street's not going anywhere 
ahead of Wednesday's US trade 
figures and our market's going to 
be fog-bound ahead -of the UK 
trade data due next week.*’ 

Consolidated Goldfields, 


which reports its full-year results 
tomorrow, fell 29p to 1,010 in 
line with a near $10 fall in the 
bullion price. Analysts said fad- 
ing speculation that it will 
announce the sale of some South 
African interests also left the 
shares lower. 

Pre-tax profits forecasts for 
Cons Gold range from £200 
million to 315 million but with a 
bias towards the upper level. 

RTZ was 2p up at 41 5 ahead of 
half-year figures tomorrow with 
es tima tes of pre-tax profit rang- 
ing from £ 1 60 to 1 85 million after

Higher 

Fisons, 3p higher at 232, top- 
ped the actives list with turnover 
of 17.7 million shares. The high

Tax cutter makes headway in Norway 


OSLO, Norway, Sept 12, (AP): 
When oil prices fell in 1 986. sup- 
port surged for Carl I. Hagen’s 
small but boisLrous anti-tax 
party. 

The Progress Party, once 
shunned as a right-wing fringe 
group, has been surging ever 
since. Latest polls show that the 
party has the support or 22 per 
cent of Norway's voters in a 
political arena traditionally 
dominated by the Labour Party 
and the Conservatives. 

Solutions 

The effect could be significant. 
The weekly N’ytt Fra Norge 
speculated that Norway's 
parliament, where the Progress 
Party now has only two ofthe 157 
seats, appears headed for a 
“political -earthquake’.', in. next , 
year’s elections. 

Norway had grown rich from 
its North Sea oilfields, and the 
1986 collapse hit particularly 
hard here. The standard of living 
has dropped for the first time 
since World War II. triggering a 
wave of discontent and criticism

of the established parties.

Hagen , 44, wants to lower taxes 
restrict immigration, cut down 
the public sector and let private 
companies handle traditional 
welfare state tasks such as hos- 
pital care, child nursing and old 
age care.

Hagen, blond, blue-eyed and ■ 
telegenic, is a powerful speaker 
who does not hesitate to shout 
against his opponents in 
parliament, a chamber used to 
bushed and polite tones. 


Sitting between piles of news- 
paper clippings at his small office 
in the parliament building. 
Hagen told a visitor that the state 
handles defence, schools, hos- 
pitals in a “miserably poor way.” 

He claimed the Scandinavian 
welfare state doesn't function 
well because it is modeled after 
East blocsodaJism and “acts as a 
guardian interfering in all things 
between heaven and earth." 

A strong advocate of a free 
market economy, Hagen main- 
tains the government’s functions 
should be restricted to basics 
such as defence and law and 
order. 

“Our motto is more welfare 
and less state," Hagen said. 

’ "Political analysts ackn- 
owledge that Hagen js charis - 
matic, but say he became so 
popular mainly because there is 
no other non-socialist alter- 
native to Prime Minister Gro 
Harlem Brundtland's ruling 
Labour Party. 

Lars Hellberg, a political com- 
mentator at the leading con- 


servative newspaper Af ten pos- 
ter!, said co-operation between 
the Conservatives, the farmer- 
dominated Centre Party and 
Christian Democrats had “com- 
pletely crashed” since Con- 
servative leader Kaare Willoch's 
three-party coalition resigned in 
1986. 

He said thecon sequent “irrita- 
tion, frustration and despera- 
tion” benefited Hagen. 

The Progress Party also is get- 
ting support for its attacks on 
Norway’s open-door refugee 
policy, Hellberg said. 

Impact 

In a poll published earlier this 
month in Aftenposten. Hagen 
had support from 22.2 per cent of

SHIPPING in Gulf waters is 
expected to increase by 15 to 20 
per cent, according to Saud 
Abdul Aziz Al Zamel, general 
manager of the United Arab 
Shipping Co. 

This will not be caused by an 
increased demand for goods in 
the Gulf, but mainly by the re- 
routing ships to both Iran and 
Iraq. Both countries were using 
alternative ports during the war. 

The increase in the quantities 
of imports to the region is direc- 
tly linked to reconstruction 
projects in both Iran and Iraq 
and will mainly depend upon fin- 
ancing opportunities, the official 
said. 

A) Zamel predicted that ship- 
ping companies that withdrew 
from the region because of econ- 
omic factors will return. He 
added that this will increase com- 
petition of national carriers and 
plans must be made to face such a 
possibility. 

Discussing the performance of 
the United Arab Shipping Co. 
last year and the first few months 
of this year. A] Zamel described 
the results as encouraging and 
added that the company will 
make a profit this year after 
several years of losses. 

The official stressed that alth- 
ough UASC is run on commer- 
cial basis, it played a vital 
political role especially during 
the war.

LONDON, Sept 12: Carlton 
Communications, the highly

A nervous Stock Exchange 
greeted the massive rights issue' 
from a company which joined the 
market only five years ago by 
knocking 106p off the price to 
578p, but later the shares closed 
off the bottom at 585p. down 99p 
on the day. 

Ideal 

Green conceded the state of 
the stock markei made the timing 
less than ideal but he had discus- 
sed the deal over the past three 
days with his 20 largest sharehol- 
ders, and he said they all urged 
him to go ahead. 


Technicolor is currently 
owned by Ronald Ferleman, 
who also has the Revlon cos- 
metics business and earlier this 
year bid for Gillette. Green took 
.the initiative in persuading him 
to sell Technicolor. 

This year. Technicolor is 
expected to produce pre-tax 
profits of $78 million (£50 
million) on turnover of $400 
million (£236 million), forecast 
to grow next year to $95 million 
profit on sales of $464 million. 
Analysts are therefore forecast- 
ing that in 1989 Carlton with 
Technicolor should produce pre- 
tax profits of£l 10 million. 

Results 

. Technicolor’s results are 
predictable, explained Green, 
because film processing, in which 
Technicolor has some 40 per cent 
of the world market, is on five- 
year contracts. 

Film is a growing medium, he 
added, with 16 per cent more 
produced this year than last, and 
the company benefits from the 
splitting of cinemas into multiple 
screens — Britain will have an 
extra 470 screens over the next 1 8 
months.

NEW DELHI, Sept 12, 
(KUNA): India will face severe 
competition in manpower 
exports from countries like Pak- 
istan, Bangladesh, Sri Lanka, the 
Philippines and Egypt unless it 
retains its workers to meet the 
changing requirements of the 
Gulf countries.

Thailand may opL out of the race 
because of a 30 percent red uction 
in wages in the Gulf countries.

While remittances from 
abroad have been a major source 
of strength for India's balance of 
payments, non-resident Indians' 
m vestment in the country has 
been poor. 

Lately, there has been a con- 
siderable decline in the country's 
manpower ex ports. 

The Gulf economies continue 
to be strong despite the fall in oil 
revenues. There Has not been any 
noticeable decline in imports in to 
these economies. The level of 
imports has been maintained 
even though this has meant 
incurring current account 
deficits. 

Morocco, Hungary 
invited to attend 
Swiss trade fair 

LAUSANNE, Switzerland. Sept 
12, (KUNA): Moroccan trade 
team attended a special 
“Morocco Day" today at Swit- 
zerland's annual trade fair. 

The Minister for Planning 
Rachid Ghazouani, the head of 
the Moroccan Export Promo- 
tion Office, Mohammed 
Guedira, and other officials 
presided over the opening ofthe 
event. Morocco is displaying 
many aspects of its economy and 
culture at the fair. 

Morocco and Hungary were 
invited to participate in this 
year's fair.

Iraq will start 
soon to meet 
all its financial 
obligations to 
Kuwaiti firms 

IRAQ will start soon to meet all 
its financial obligations to 
Kuwaiti contracting companies, 
sources in local contracting com- 
j parties were quoted as saying yes- 
terday. 

The sources told a local daily 
that Iraq has already classified 
the foreign and Arab contracting 
companies which completed 
. projects in Iraq and endorsed a, 
repayment schedule. 

However, the sources noted 
that priority was given to 
Kuwaiti companies although the 
sources have no details on the 
amount of money due to those 
companies. However, they affir- 
med that the amount is more 
than $120 million, the biggest 
por tion of which would go to 1 1 
major companies. 

Amounts 

Iraq slopped paying the con- 
tracting companies in 1986 
because of the Gulf war and used 
to periodically pay small 
amounts, according to the news- 
paper. 

One of the Kuwaiti companies 
received half a million US dollars 
from Baghdad last week, but, it 
was not known whether the 
amount was part of Iraq’s new 
schedule or an installment of the 
periodic payments. 

The Kuwaiti companies 
worked on several road and 
other major construction 
projects in Iraq from 1980-1986.

Hard landing for the economy may be possible 

Surge in sales fuels fears ^ 
of rate rise, says study 


LONDON, Sept 12: The boom 
in retail sales is continuing, the 
latest Confederation of British 
Industry evidence shows. The 
figures add to City worries about 
Britain’s trade deficit and raise 
the threat ofhigber base rates. 

Sales growth continued stron- 
gly last month and retailers are 
optimistic about the outlook for 
September, acc ording to the 
latest CBI/FT Distributive 
Trade Survey published on 
Thursday. 

Bui retailers have grown 
increasingly cautious about the 
outlook for next year, said Nigel 
Whittaker, chairman of the 
CBFs distributive trades survey 
panel. 

Implication 

The implication ofthe survey 
— that interest rates have not yet 
bad an impact on consumer 
spending but that there could be 
a bard landing for the economy 
next year- — his share prices, 
reports a London daily. 

Money market interest rates 
edged higher and the pound fell 
back. Iz dosed almost a cent 
down at SI. 6970 and pfennigs 

lower at DM 3. 1352. 

Fears are growing that the 
August trade data will show no 


significant improvement from, 
the record £2.15 billion current

Warburg Securities predict 
that the figures, due on Septem- 
ber 27,. wm show a deficit of £~ 
bfllion. . ... 

‘‘The markets are worrying 
becausetheywant to see evidence 
that the monetary medicine is 
working. "-.said Ian Harwood, 
economist at Warburg 
Securities. far that evidence 
is not coming through.” 

Sales 

The distributive trades survey 
showed that 73 per cent of 
retailers expected September 
sales to be stronger than a year 
ago, with particular strength in 
household textiles, furniture and 
carpets. 

This suggests the recent high 
level of activity in the housing 
market is leadingon to more gen- 
eral consumer spending, as peo- 
ple fit out. their recently pur- 
chased properties. 

Whittaker said: “The survey 
results show that increases in 
interest rates have; so far, had a 
limi ted effect in dampening the 
growth of consumer demand. 
This is to be expected as rises in 
mortgage rates haye barely 


begun to hit the copumer. JU 
remains to be seen how much 
impact higher interest 
have in the longer run, butthar 
impact on consumer conliocpoe 
could be quite substantial. 
Retailers are 

increasingly cautious about we 
prospects for *989.”

The survey was also worrying - 
in that, for boUi motor traders 
and wholesalers v but 

retailers — it showed a higher v 

level of import penetration 
Import penetration among! 
wholesalers was at its highest 
since November 1985. 

‘If anything these figures sug- 
gest that things are^ getting 
worse.” said Stephen' Hannah, 
economist at County NatWest 
WoodMac. “The momentum of 
growth in demand is verystrong 
and overshadowing the. impact ■ 
of higher interest rates."

Aid to poor disruptc 
failure to pay world 


disrupted by US 


WASHINGTON, Sept 12, 
(Reuter): The Reagan adminis- 
tration’s failure to pay about 
S531 million in debts to the 
United Nations and other world 
groups has seriously disrupted 
aid to poorer countries, officials 
from several countries say. 

Overall, the United States 
owes S288 million to the United. 
Nations and S243 million to 
other international organisa- 
tions, according to State Depart- 
ment figures. 

Washington is behind in 
payments to nearly all the organ- 
isations. with debts ranging from 
S82 million to the UN Food and 
Agriculture Organisation (FAO) 
and S28 million to the World 
Health Organisation (WHO) to 
S4.000 to the International Seed 
Testing Association and SI 1,000 
to the mainienanpp. of certain , 
lights inihe Red, Sea. _ 

I/s been very serioys> We hafve j 
been very seriously disrupted, , 
said an administrator of the 
FAO. which works to improve 
crop production and fight 
starvation in the Third World. 

Uncertainty 

We've cut everything and the 
uncertainty about future 
payments is very serious — how 
can you plan? said the official, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

He said the Rome-based FAO 
faced an unprecedented financial 
crisis and was in debt for the first 
time in history, owing about $47 
million. He said a programme to 
fight a locust plague in Africa 
was one of many hit by America's 
failure to pay what it owes the 


FAO. While US officials say the 
FAO debt totals.S82 mHlion, the 
FAO puts the figure closer to 
$100 million. 

The United States, owes $41 
milli on to the Organisation of 
American States, which OAS 
officials say is -facing the worist 
financial crisis since its founding. 

If we were a private company, 
we’d be bankrupt now, OAS 
Secretary General Joao Baena 
Soares told Reuters. 

An official for the Washing- 
ton-based' organisation said 
planned development projects in 
Latin America had been disrup- 
ted by the cuts. 

Negotiations,:. 

Trade negotiations in Swit- 
zerland sponsored by the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) could be affected 
by Washington's failure to pay - 
$23 million in dues, GATT V 
officials have told reporters. 

The lag in US payments to the 
United Nations is due largely to 
Congress, which voted to with- 
hold payments in 1985 until the 
world body made budgetary and 
other reforms. Members of Con- 
gress complained that small 
nations which paid tittle to sup- 
port the United Nations drew a 
disproportionate share of its. ■’ 
benefits and ignored the views of 
its largest benefactor, the United 
States. 

US debts to other inter- . 
national organisations are due . 
chiefly to a federal budget 
crunch. The State Department 
asked for funds to pay the bills, 
but Congress and the White 
House cut the pool of money 


a vailable, hi ding to the debts.

North 
Atlantic Treaty - Organisation 

and a few other groups, but leav- 
ing the rest to cope with short-

SEOUL, Sept 12, (Reuter): 
Kevin Roy today became pie 
fourth member of the Canadian 
Olympic weightlifting squad to 
learn ne had tested positive for 
anabolic steroids, a team official 
said. 

Roy, Commonwealth 100-kg 
champion, who arrived in Seoul 
on Saturday, has accepted the 
optionof returning to Canada to 
be present when a second urine 
sample is t®ted within the next 
10 days. 

“Kevin made the derision to 
return to Canada. It is less than 
conceivable that he'll come back 
due to jet lag and lack of training 
even if the second urine test is 
negative and ‘ he is eligible to 
return,” the team spokesman 
said. 

Last week, three other lifters 
— Jacques Demers, David Bol- 


duc and Paramjit Gill — were 
disqualified from the Canadian 
team and banned from competi- 
tion for two years after they also 
tested positive for the drug stan- 
ozabot, an anabolic steroid. 
They had not departed for Seoul. 

Demers was a silver medallist 
at the 1984 Olympi® and Bolduc 
won three gold medals at the 
1987 Pan American Gam®. 

The list of Olympic dis- 
qualifications because oT sub- 
stance abuse al&o includes 
American cyclists Steve Hegg, a 
gold and silver medallist at the 
1984 Olympics, and US swimmer 
Angel Myers. 

Hegg was told on Saturday by 
the US Olympic Committee he 
had t®ted positive for caffeine 
abuse while Myers was dropped 
after she tested positive for use of 
a steroid blocking agent two 


weeks ago. 

Diane Fritschner, media direc- 
tor of the US Cycling Federa- 
tion, said urine tests adminis- 
tered at the US Olympic cycling 
trials two weeks ago showed 
Hegg had exceeded the lOCs 
established concentration of caf- 
feine. Caffeine is on the IOC's list 
of restricted substances because 
it acts as a stimulant. 

Hegg was told of the test 
results in Los Angel® where he 
was preparing to travel to Seoul 
with the cycling team. 

“When he was told he would 
not be going he did not really 
comment on the results," Frits- 
chner said. “I don't know if he 
was consciously doing it (using 
caffeine) or not.” 

Hegg's position on the four- 
man pursuit team will be filled by 
Carl Sundquisl.

SWEDE TAKES US OPEN TITLE AND WORLD NO. 1 RANKING 

Wilander edges Lendl in thriller 


NEW YORK, Sept 12, (Reuter): 
Sweden's Mats Wilander won a 


dramatic fifth set to win his third 
Grand Slam tournament of the 
year yesterday, taking top-seed 
Ivan Lendl's US Open tennis title 
and his world number one rank- 


ing. 

The 24-year-old Swede also 
avenged last year’s loss to Lendl 
in the final here by winning the 
see-saw battle 6-4 4-6 6-3 5-7 6-4 
in four hours and 54 minutes, the 
longest US Open on record. 

Last year’s four setter, which 
gave Lend) his third straight US 
Open title, lasted four hours 47 
minutes. , , . . 

“I don’t think I ever felt bet- 
ter.” said Wilander. after ending 
the titanic struggle on his second 
match point 

Biggest 

“I guess it was my turn. It 
meant so much to me. A Swede 
never won here and Til be num- 
ber one in the rankings. It's the 
biggest match l ever played, 
said Wilander, who now lives in 
nearby Greenwich. Connecticut 
— the same town as the Cze- 
choslovakian-born Lendl. . 

“I feel my passing shot let me 
down." said Lendl. “It’s easy to 
be aggressive when the other 
player is missing, but he just 
played solid all around.” 

The rallies were often long and 
the shots brilliant as the two 
champions moved each other 
around the court trying to gain 
control of a point or any advan- 
tage. 

One rally at 0-15 in the last 
game went 52 shots before Lendl 
hit a forehand wide. 


Both players were willing to 
gamble, mixing up shots and 
approaching net with fax greater 
frequency then are their usual 

^Wilander had mixed results 
with his net game as Lendl often 
scored by landing topspin lobs 
inside the baseline. 

But the Swede’s aggressive tac- 
tics really paid ofF in the final 
game as he attacked net behind 
almost every serve. 

“I've changed my t hin ki n g a 
little bit. I’d rather get beaten by 
passing shots than just stand at 
the baseline waiting for win- 
ners." said Wilander, who j um- 
ped up thrusting both fists into 
the air in an uncharacteristic dis- 
play of emotion when the 

marathon ended. 

Lendl had two break points in 
the final game with a chance to. 
level the set at 5-5. But he hit a 
backhand service return wide 
after the first and got caught by a 
Wilander overhead smash for the 
second deuce of the game. 

Wilander then ripped a back- 
hand winner to set up the second 
and final match point. 

Wilander turned the ever-shif- 
ting momentum to his favour for 
the final time when he captured 
Lendl's serve to go 4-3 up in the 
final set 

Two Lendl backhand errors 
put him behind 15-40 and Wilan- 
der ripped a forehand pass down 
the line for the break. 

Two games after holding his 
next serve at 30 on a beautiful 
backhand angled volley, Wilan- 
der was the new US Open cham- 
pion. 


Wilander took the opening set 
by breaking Lendl in the 10th 
game. It was the only service 
fc reak on just the third break 
point oftheseL 

Wilander, who is 39-2 this year 
in matches where he took the first 
set, broke Lendl again in the 
second game of the next set and 
held his own serve to lead 3-0. 

After falling behind 4-1, Lendl 
took control of the match. He 
won the next five games, break- 
ing Wilander twice and serving 
out the set at love. 

Wilander stemmed the tide of 
Lendl's onslaught in the first 
game of the third set by surviving 
a break when the defending 
champion hit an easy volley into 
the net. 

The second seeded Swede 
broke Lendl in the next game for 
2-0 then lost a mere four points 
on his next four service games to 
go ahead 2-1 in sets. 

Seized 


Wilander was up a break at 4-3 
and on his way to a four-set vic- 
tory with the Louis Armstrong 
stadium crowd of 20,000 cheer- 
ing him on when Lendl seized 
momentum again. 

He dropped a perfect lob on 
the baseline to break back for 4-4 
and four games later snapped a 
forehand volley winner to break 
Wilander and send the match 
into the enthralling fifth set 
As if adding the US Open 
championship to number one 
were not enough, Wilander 
collected $275,000 to bring his 
1 988 earnings to $880,351 . 

Lendl collected the $137,500.

“I Like the challenge of being 


33 years old and having people 
who are 2 1 and 22 chasing me." 

Moses insisted he would rise to 
the challenge in Seoul. Asked 
how long he could withstand the 
onslaught of younger hurdlers, 
Moses said: “As Iongas it takes.” 
“I’ve been hearing that ques- 
tion for a long time, but really 
you should be asking when are 
they going to catch up." 

"At the US trials they said age 
would take care of me. But it 
didn't and since then I’ve had a 
birthday and I've been training 
better than ever. My speed work 
is going very well and I am very 
confident.” 

“I’ve never been in better 
shape. At 33 I’m running faster in 
training than ever before.” 
Moses's domination ofhis dis- 
cipline could have been even 
greater but for the US boycott of 
the 1980 Moscow Games which

Los Angeles Games four years 
later, an experience he rates as his 
most treasured. 

Over the past 18 months, 23- 
year-old Danny Harris has 
threatened to take over from 
Moses as the leading exponent of 
400-metre hurdling.

Samaranch gets Olympics violence threat 


SEOUL, Sepl 12, (Reuter): 
South Korean police disclosed 
that radicals had threatened a 
Municb-style massacre at the 
Seoul Olympics and an Iranain 
who tried to sneak into the ath- 
letes' Games village was depor- 
ted. 

Police said a previously unkn- 
own group had warned it might 
carry out an attack similar to the 
Palestinian commando raid on 
the 1972 Munich Olympics 
which killed 17 people unless 
North Korea was allowed to 
jointly stage Lhe Games. 

The threat was contained in a 
letter signed by the “Crusade of 
Mudungsan.' (a mountain in 
South Korea) and sent to the 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee (IOC) headquarters in 
Lausanne. Switzerland, Iasi 
month. 

J uan Antonio Samaranch, the 
IOC president, handed the letter 
over to police when be arrived in 
the South Korean capital last 
week. 

Police said they were inves-

activist groups. Hundreds of

Even so, the 
Seoul organisers have mounted a 
huge security operation involv- 
ingabo ut 60,000 police comman- 
dos and security officers on full 
time duty.

Police would not say whether 
the Iranian, 26-year-old Ghaf- 
fari Siamak. had any terrorist 
connections but said he entered 
the country on a tourist visa. 

Sources on the Olympic 
organising committee said he 
was interrogated for two days 


after being arrested at the Olym- 
pic village posing as a member of 
the Iranian wrestling team. He 
was deported to the United 
States today. 

The Iranian embassy in Seoul 
said Siamak was not part of the 
Tehran team. 

Meanwhile Samaranch den- 
ounced the North Korean-led 
boycott of the Seoul Games and 
condemned what he called the 
manipulation of athletes for 
political ends. 

Without naming the North, 
Samaranch told an IOC meeting 
that one member of the Olympic 
movement had demanded the 
Games be staged jointly. 

He said the derision of some 
countries not to come to Seoul — 
after four years of talks on shar- 
ing the Olympics had ended in 
deadlock — had deprived many 
athletes of their last chance to 
take part in the Games. 

He added: “As president of the 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee, I cannot find words to 
express my regret at the way in 
which these athletes, regarded as 
insignificant, are thus 
unhesitatingly manipulated and 
sacrificed to supposedly higher 
interests. ” 

Bur he said IOC efforts to 
negotiate an Olympic com- 
promise between North and 


South had helped open a 
dialogue between the two coun- 
tries which are still technically at 
war after their 1 950-53 conflict 
Samaranch also condemned 
drug abuse in sport, saying: 
“Doping equalsdeath ... physical 
death, as certain tragic cases in 
recent years have shown.” 

He condemned drug users as 
“the thieves of sports performan- 
ces” and said they were “forever 
striving to find new methods, 
often assisted by specialists who 
attach liule importance to their 
oath or the code of ethics they are 
supposed to respect.” 

Olympic officials switched a 
practice session by the Italian 
soccer team to another venue in 
Seoul today because of a demon- 
stration by 200 students at Kyun- 
gbee University demanding a 
single Korea Games. 

Burning 

Hundreds of students shout- 
ing anti-Olympic slogans and 
burning effigies of South Korean 
President Roh Tae-Woo have 
demonstrated at campuses in the 
last three days. 

About 60 gathered in a campus 
next to the hotel used as the IOC 
headquarters today and were 
closely watched by hundreds of 
police. Police quelled a violent 
demonstration at the same place 
last Friday.
